The wealthy men of the city go 
to the Riviera, to Paris, to Vienna, to Flor- 
ence in search of beauty. No one had esti- 
mated how much wealth these trips con- 
eumed, but the expense of them, Mr. Burn- 
ham declared, was a constant drain on the 


wealth of Chicago. 
Ses Bring the Beauty Here. 


“But,” he said, “I will show you plans 
that will bring that beauty here, and if they 
are followed Chicago will show in a few 
years a great transformation—a greater 
than that of the World's Fair. And it would 
be a better one, for it would be permanent.”’ 

Mr. Burnham said his plans contemplated 
the building of a strip of land—to be sold or 
leased—28,000 feet long. He had asked one 
real estate dealer what such land would be 
worth a front foot. He was told $1,000. But 
another dealer had said it would be worth 
$5,000. At either figure he maintained that 
the values would pay for the improvements. 

These big figures so astonished the report- 
ers that the government bond faces they had 
assumed in order to be allowed to linger 
relaxed and assumed their usual comour. 

Exile from further enjoyment of the 
dream stared them in their faces, and they 
were in danger of detection. But the dark- 
ness saved them. It was demanded for Mr. 
Burnham's stereopticon man and all the 
lNghts were extinguished in the banquet and 
reception rooms. 


Series of Screen Pictures. 

. Mr. Burnham's idea of what the Lake- 
| Front Park ought to be was thrown on the 
ecreen. Then the beautiful driveways, the 
great trees, the blue lagoon, the great lake, 
and the castles on the green were shown, 

until Mr. Burnham had reached a point 
-which demanded the resumption of electric 
Lighting. Then came the revelations of de- 
tails in'words until the darkness came again 
for the final grand picture of the plans per- 
fected and looming up gorgeously with en- 
hancing moonlight effect. 


Burnham's Scheme in Detail. 

The detailed plan of Architect Burnham 1s 
comprehensive, contemplating the improve- 
ment of the lake-front from Randolph street 
to the south end of Jackson Park, a distance 
of about seven miles, and the construction 
of tunnels and viaducts connecting the South 
Shore drive, thus to be established, with the 
present North Shore drive and park system. 

The plan for the improvement from Ran- 
dolph street to Park row was elaborated 
some time ago, at the.time when the Lake- 
Front Park was accepted by the South Park 
Commissioners. Architect Burnham’s idea 
in connection with the ornamentation of the 
south shore park and driveway is that the 
Gowf-town portion of the park lying be- 
tween the streets named should be !aid out 
in formal designs while the grounds along 
the driveway extending from Park row to 
Jackson Park should be made to resemble 
natural woodland. — 

In the down-town district the plan will 
be to have the park laid off in spaces sepa- 
rated by driveways crossing east and west 
to viaducts over the Illinois Central right 
of way. In the narrow strip lying between 
Michigan avehue and the right of way and 
on a level with the street these spaces will 
be so arranged that their centers will be in 
line with the streets leading to the west from 
Michigan avenue. The object af this ar- 
rangement is to afford places for fountains, 
étatues, monuments, and ether ornamental 
structures in these centers of design, where 
they may be seen from points in the street 
even_at a considerable distance from the 


_ park, 
As to Lake-Front Park. 

In detail the arrangement of this narrow 
Strip along Michigan avenue will be as 
follows: 

The section between Park row and Peck 
court shall be laid out in one design with 
a center affording a sight for a monument 
opposite the opening of Harmon court, while 
from Peck court the driveway shal! lead to 
the east. - 

Between Peck and Hubbard courts will 
lie another design, with a center opposite 
Eldredge court, this center being occupied 
by the equestrian statue of Gen. Logan, 
designed by St. Gaudens. 

Angther space set apart for designs wil] 
lie between Eldredge court and Congress 
@treet, with a center opposite Harrison 
street. In this center it is proposed to erect 
a Roman fountain, throwing jets of Water 
from the outer rim toward the center. 


Fountain at Van Buren Street. 
A similar design, it is proposed; sha! oc- 


cupy the space left of the central drive, . 


which will extend east in line with Con- 
gress street. Of this space the center and 
fountain will-be opposite the opening of Van 
Buren street, the space extending to Jack- 
son street, where there will be another 
driveway. 

This arrangement gill determine the Con- 
gress street driveWay with its fountains 
lying to the north and to the south as the 
central point, the gateway of the entire park 
system of the lake shore with its drives ex- 
tending for miles both to the north and 
south. 

‘* Prom Jackson to Monroe street will he an- 
other whole space for a design, its center 
being occupied, as now, by the Art Inst!tute 
Building. It is proposed that north and 
south of the building within the limits of the 
Space’ mentioned » semicircles shall be laid 
out inclosing spaces for antique statues and 
with supporting peristyles leading to the 
north and south from the building. This ar- 
rangement has been proposed particularly 
with reference to the wishes of the arc stu- 
dents in théArt Institute. 
; M ment and Tunnel. 
From Monroe streetswhere another drive- 
way will lead to the portion of the park lying 
east of the Lilinois Central tracks to Ran- 
dolph. street, will be another whole space 
for a design completing “the plan for 
the ornamentation of the strip along 
Michigan avenue. In the center of this 
space and opposite the opening of Monroe 
street a place will be provided for a suitable 
monument. This monument will mark the 
point at which the driveway to the north will

, Grander Results Now. 
Architect Burnham’s later plans, devel- 


i “I believe,” said President Healy of the 


Architect Burnham, atthe close of the din- 
ner last evening,.arose to explain to the 
assembled guests. The stereopticon views 
aided him greatly. The pictures had been 
prepared not only to answer the require- 
’ ments. of beauty, but to meet the-demands 
of logic. They were arguments addressed 
to the eyes, as the speaker’s arguments were 
addressed to the ears, of his hearers. These 
were pictures showing@limpses of thashore 
of Lake Michigan at various points, either in 
its natural state or where it has been im- 
proved. The pictures were prepared from 
photographs, the object being to demon- 
strate the fact that trees of great growth, 
such as will be necessary to make the pro- 
posed driveway all that could be desired, 
can be successfully reared along the borders 
of the lake. A picture of an avenue of 
mighty elms along the lake shore north of 

Evanston was shown among others to prove 

this point. 
Sit Long in Silence. 

‘The last one in the series of pictures, de- 
scribed heretofore in this report, was the 
climax of the evening. The party, assem- 
bled within sound of the speaker's voice, sat 
long in silence gazing at the enchanting 
scene déepicted upon the screen, and then, 
as though by common inspiration, burst into 
tumultuous applause. Waiting for the audl- 
ence to become quiet Mr. Burnham in a 
few words concluded the exposition of his 
plans. He said: 

“Gentlemen, this is the dream. The ques- 
tion is, can it be realized? It is not an im- 
pessibility. It is a matter which depends 
more thananything else upon the determina- 
tion of such men as you who are gathered 
here. If you are unanimous in your appre- 
val of the plan, giving encouragement to 
advocate further its indorsement, in ,the 
space of five years this dream may be a 
reality and Chicago may have along her 
Lake-Front a driveway and park which will 
rival in beauty any water frontage in the 
world.’’ 

Chairman Glessner then introduced as a 
representative of the South Park Commis- 
sioners President J. W. Ellsworth. Mr. 
Elisworth reviewed briefly the original plan 
of a South Shore drive as proposed in the 
South Park Board, saying it had been esti- 
mated then that a driveway 300 feet -wide 
might be comstructed at a cost not to exceed 
$3,800,000. Later, he said, the plan to make 
a strip of land 2 feet wide and six miles 
long, which might be sold and leased and 
thus made to pay for the entire improve- 
ment, had been suggested tothe board. This 
larger plan, he said, he believed could be 
earried through to completion at a total 
cost of not more than $12,000,000 at ar out- 
side figure. He then discussed the present 
financial resources of the South Park Board 
and said that bonds for $10,000,000, covering 
the amount it would be necessary to haveat 
hand to carry on this improvement, could 
be sustained by adding 27 cents per each 
$100 to the present rate of tax levy. 

Can Be Done in Five Vears. 


The speaker stated that a bill was now be- 
fore the Assembly which would make possi-+ 
ble such an issue of bonds, and he heljeved 
that if the project were pushed through as 
speedily as possible in ten years the pro- 
cecds from land sold and leased in the strip 
of new made land would mect the interest 
and installments. due on the bonds. and 
eventually defray the entire expense of 
maintaining the park systems of the city. 

“As an individual and a iarge taxpayer,”’ 
said Mr. Ellsworth, ‘' I always feel inclined 
to take a position on the defensive when any 
project is broached which means an addition 
to the burden of taxation upon property- 
owners. With reference to the plan pro- 
posed here tonight, however, I think it can 
be carried through successfully, particularly 
if the South Park Commissioners have the 
unanimous support of such men as you who 
are present. Under such circumstances this 
plan can become an accomplished fact in 
five years."’ 


Crane’s Faith in Dreamers. 


The Rev. Frank Crane,.as the last speaker, 
said the first thought which came to him 
when the realized the immensity of the 
project which had been explained by Mr. 
Burnham was of a phrase used by Sidney 
Smith describing a ‘* dreamer who dreamed 
that he had dreamed.” Continuing Mr. 
Crane said: 

**I believe in dreamers. It is particularly 
pleasing t® me that such men as compose 
this gathering, men who have made their 
way in this world by meeting the hard knoeks 
of fortune, oan turn their minds away from 
the etrugglie for commercial supremacy to 
contemplate the ideals of beauty. It is said 
beauty is the best thing in the world, and, 
indeed, everything in mature leads us to the 
conclusion that this is the thought of the 
community. Nature accomplishes her 4 
mightiest works in ways that are beautiful. 
When it is necessary for her to lift from the 
earth and sea into the eky above vast weights 
of moisture that the land may have rain we 
see the results of. her work in sunsets and 
dawns made glorious; and when God wishes 
to inspire man to the achievement of his 
highest possibilities, the realizatf@n of all 
that is best within him, he gives him for his 
companion and comforter a beautiful 
woman. 

‘**But beauty, to be true and lasting, to 
appeal strongly to men and claim their de- 
votion, must have behind it the sturdy forces 
of righteousness. And thie great project 
which has been explained to us this evening 
in order to succeed should have back of it 
that class of men represented by you who are 
gathered here.”’

bers of the famous Gridiron club. The din- 
ner was given at the Arlington in special 
honor of the new administration. Secre- 
taries Gage»Alger, Long, Wilson, and others 
of the Cabinet pagticipated in the unique 
festivities of the occasion, which were, as 
usual, attended by the most prominent lead- 
ers in political life. 

President McKinley was present at the in- 
formal gathering of the members and their 
guests, and spent haif an hour mingling 
with the throng in the parlors in the most 
democratic manner. He was welcomed by 
his two principal opponents for the nomina- 
tion, Speaker Reed and Senator Allison, both 
of whom subsequently made witty speeches, 
bidding Godspeed to the administration.

CROWN PRINCE IN: ARMS. 


FUTURE KING OF GREECE SAILS FOR 
THE FRONTIER. 


Accompanied as Far as Valo by the 
Princess, Who Will Inspect the Ked 
Cross Arrangements—British Ad- 
miral’s Launch Is Fired On by In- 
surgents—Fighting Continues in 
the Neighborhood of Canea, but the 
Turks Hold Their Own.

Athens, March 27.—Crown Prince Con- 
stantine, who is to take command of the 
Greek forces on the frontier, started for Volo 
tonight. He was accompanicd by the Crown 
Princess, who will go as far as Larissa, 
where she will inspect the arrangements 
made by the Red Cross Society. She willre- 
main: there two days and then return to 
Athens. | 

An immense demonstration was made be- 
fore the palace previous to the departure of 
the Crown Prince. The crowd enthusias- 
tically cheered for the royal pair, the King 
of Greece, Crete, etc. A deputation pre- 
sented to the Crown Prince a copy of the 
resolutiuns which were adopted at a public 
meeting held recently, declaring that the 
peopel of Athens and the Pirgwus were faith- 
ful interpreters of the sentiments of the 
naiion, which was ready to make any sacri- 
fice of blood or money in the cause of Crete. 

Crown Prince Constantin replied as fol- 
lows: : 

“Tiave confidence in me. I know my 
duty. Rest assured I shall acquit myself like 


a soldier.’’ 


After the family dinner at the palace the 
“Te Deum” was sung in the chapel, the 
Metropolitan officiating. The Crown Prince 
kissed the Metropolitan's hands and the 
King and Queen kissed the Prince and 
Princess. All were deeply affected. 

It is officially stated that the question of 
declaring war depends upon the present ne- 
gotiations with the powers. No one on the 
etreets of Athens believes this, all accepting 
the departure of the Crown Prince as indi- 
cating that Greece has come to a definite 


decision to go to war. 


At a late hour tonight advices were re- 


ceived from Crete to the effect that a long 


fight occurred yesterday at Gazo, near Can- 
dia, the result of which is unknown. In 
Candia the public heralds are constantly 
running through the streets, exhorting the 
faithful to make a sortie and fight the 
Christians. An official who visited Capt. 


Koaekas’ camp was informed that he had 


16,000 troops and provisions enough to last 


five months, 


The government has issued severe orders 
to the chiefs of the frontier army to re- 
Strain the troops and prevent any aggres- 
sion, 

A dispatch from Canea says that the in- 
Surgents at Akrotiri fired on the launch of 
the British Admiral which was en route from 
Suda Bay to witness the attack on the block- 
house above Fort Dziddin. 

By order of the government the Greek com- 
mander at Pirzus, the port of Athens, today 
prohibited the departure of the steamer 
Heraklia and confiscated its cargo, which 
consisted of provisions intended for the 
Mussulmans on the-Island of Crete. 

The government commanders in Thessaly 
have adopted stringent measures to prevent 
the spread of smallpox, which is raging 
among a portion of the troops. 

A dispatch from Canea says that since 
morning cannon firing has been proceeding 
near Alikilanon, where Col. Vass, the com- 
mander of the Greek army in Crete, is en- 
camped.

EUORPE MAKES WAR ON THE CRETANS 


Details of the Malaxa Affair Put the 
Admirals in a Decidedly Un- 
favorable Light. — 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Canea, March 27.—[{Copyright, 1897.]—The 
details of the affair at Malaxa place the 
powers in a decidedly med ge light. 
Instead of sending a soldier with the notl- 
fication of the Admirals forbidding the 
Cretans from attacking the fort, a native 
Was sent, who, when questioned, became 
entangled in contradictions. The document 
was written on a dirty sheet of paper and 
the Cretans thought it might be a trick of 
the Turks to prevent them from taking 
Malaxa. 

There is also a disagreement as to the 
neutral zone. The Cretans declare that 
Malaxa was outside the neutral zone prd- 
claimed by the Admirals. 

I have seen two witnesses, who declare 
that many Moslems rescued by the Euro- 
peans from Candamus have been armed by 
the Turks here and sent out to fight the 
Christians. This is a breach of the agree- 
ment made by the consuls with the insur- 
gents. 

Letters from the chiefs at Mirabello, inthe 
east of the island, declare that the Admirals 
sent messages to them saying that it was 
useless to resist any Jonger, that the rest of 
Crete accepted autonomy, and that Col. 
Vassos was about to give in. This was 
either a misrepresentation or a gross mis- 
take. The “chiefs answered that the rest 
of the istand might accept autonomy, but 
they would prefer extermination. 

4 There was another bombardment yester- 
day of Malaxa by the European fleet. An 
officer on board one of the men-of-war de- 
scribed it to me as follows: 

“The Turkish authorities said they would 
send 3,000 men to occupy Malaxa. The 
bombardment was to clear the place for 
therm. I was looking at the insurgents 
through a glass. They were sitting around 
in large groups, smoking, expecting noth- 
ing and looking calmly down on Suda. The 
first shell fell among them and when the 
smoke cleared away not one was to be seen.

FIERCE FIGHTING NEAR MALAXA. 


Cretans Showed No Signs of Fear When 
Brutally Bombarded by the 
Foreign Warships. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY S&S. R. BURLEIGH.} 

Canea, Crete, March 26.—[Copyright, 1897— 
Delayed in trasmission.]—I was an eye wit- 
ness of the assault and capture of the fort 
at Malaxa by the Cretans. The insurgents 
bravely faced the fire of the Turks, and 
showed no fear when bombarded by the for- 
eign warships. I went through the Turkish 
line to Malaxa Village on Wednesday, and 
that night the Greek officers who are serv- 


‘ing with the Cretans planted a battery of 


Krupp guns a little over a mile from the Fort 
of Malaxa, which was occupied by the Turk- 


| ish garrison. 


The Cretans began firing at 6 a. m., and at 
3 p. m. I saw a white flag floating from the 
fort. The Turks from the warships in Suda 
Bay had, previous to the raising of the white 
flag, tried to relieve the fort, but were driven 
back by the Cretans. 

When the white flag was raised a thousand 
Cretans swarmed about the walls of the 
fort. I rushed down from the hill where I 
had been watching the combat and reached 
the entrance of the fort. 

The position was packed with Cretans 
shouting to be let in. On the threshold stood 
half a dozen Greek officers and volunteers 
holding the door and trying to save the gar- 
rison from the mob, wild with the carnage of 
battle. 

The Turkish commander, Bimbashi, 
through the door requested me to interfere. 
I advised Bimbashi to open the door, say- 
ing I would do the best I could to save him, 

Bomb after bomb from the Turkish gun- 
boats passed with dreadful thunder over the 
Cretans around the fort. The crowd bent 
to the earth in hushed silence as the death- 
bearing missiles came by them. They were 
up soon again and rushed for the door of 
the fort. The door was opened and I en- 
tered with four officers. There were forty- 
five men still living in the fort. In spite 
of every effort to hold the door the Cretans 
kept forcing their way in to take the rifles. 

Just then the whole European fleet at Suda 
opened fire on the Cretans crowded about 
Malaxa. The third shell knocked in one 
the dust, stones, and 
flames filling the air. : 

Turkish officers clung to my arms, and with 
difficulty I dragged them tothedoor. Just 
then an enormous shell burst open the door 
and the Wall fell in. I escaped with the 


Turkish officers to the outside air, and yel- 


low with dust and smoke and with shells 
bursting in every direction every one took 
flight. 

The European bombardment lasted only 
fifteen minutes, and only four Cretan in- 


surgents were killed and twenty wounded, 


The number of Turks killed is unknown, 


as they were buried under the débris of the | 


fort. Thirty-nine Turkish prisoners were 
taken to Cok Vassos’ camp. The Cretans 
fought recklessly and behaved humanely, 
considering the custom for ages of Killing 
the vanquished. 

The Turkish garrison had a good defense 
at first, but got demoralized in the after- 
noon. There was in the fort plenty of am- 
munition, food, and water. The shells did 
not do great damage. 

After the frightful bombardment by the 
juropean ships the Cretans feel desperate, 
and never will they accept the form of gov- 
ernment proposed. An Ottoman transport 
has just landed troops and weapons here.

“ T have it on the best authority that there 
is absolutely no truth in the rumors of an 
impaired mind; of insanity in the ordinary 
meaning of the term there is not a trace, 
That he is puffed up with ideas of divine 
right and filled with a notion that he is the 
vice-regent of God in Germany, there is, un- 
fortunately, only too ample evidence. More- 
over, he is surrounded by a thick phalanx 
of sycophants and flatterers, who applaud 
his every word and action as the utterance 
or act of a demi-god. This is the state of 
things which undoubtedly has influenced 
his mind and will continue to influence it as 
long as ft lasts. 

“The somewhat crudely worded solicitude 
for working classes which was characteris- 
tic of his speeches shortly after his accession 
to the throne has vanished, and instead we 
find him going out of his way on almost every 
occasion to stir up a feud between the pro- 
letariat on the one side and the army and 
the nobles on the other, which may restfit in 
most disastrous consequences for the fa- 
therland. This is political madness, if you 
like, but it is proof of no mental infirmity 
on the Kaiser’s side. 

“The keenest observers of the situation 
in Germany are assured that trouble is 
brewing, and that the near future will un- 
doubtedly see its outbreak in some shape or

Four Daring Fellows Get Away with

Four young men held up the cashier and 
a laborer in W. P. Rend’s coal office, No. 
4015 Emerald street, yesterday afternoon, 
stole $80, and escaped from the 500 citizens 
and the patrol wagon load of police that 
joined in the pursuit. 

Dennis O'Rourke, manager of W. P. Rend’s 
coal business at the Stock-Yards, was sit- 
ting at his desk in the office at 4 p. m. talk- 
ing to John Colihan. In front of O’Rourke 
lay a revolver. Suddenly the door opened 
and two young men entered. The smaller 
of the pair walked close to the railing as 
if to give an order. O’Rourke turned to 
grect ‘him. He faced a revolver. 

Then the door opened and two other men 
eniered with drawn revolvers. They walked 
behind the railing to the desk and began 
to search the drawers. in a tin box in one 
of the drawers reposed the receipts of the 
day, amounting to $80. One of the men, de- 
scribed as having a “ hump nose,”’ scooped 
the money into his outside pocket. Then 
they fled. 

Colihan at once started in pursuit. When 
he got to Fortieth street and Emera!d avenue 
the four men were turning into Union ave- 
nue. They discovered that Colihan was fol- 
lowing them. They started torun. He fol- 
lowed. They turned west in Thirty-ninth 
street, and when Colihan put in an appear- 
ance the four men turned as if one and fired 
five shots at the plucky pursuer. The bullets 
whistled harmlessly over his head, but the 
shooting attracted persons in the neighbor- 
hood, who took tn the situation and followed. 

In the meantime the Thirty-fifth street 
police had been notified by the Stock-Yards 
poHee, and a patrol wagon. loaded with 
police was sentto huntthemendown. They 
found the crowd surging down Emerald ave- 
nue, but the thief had gone into Union ave- 
nue, and fora moment he was lost. Colihan, 
however, continued in pursuit, though the 
crowd was now left some distance behind.’

WALLACR F. KIRK WILL . RESIGN, 


Notifies the Mayor That He Cannot 
Give the Board of Education the 
Attention It Requires. 


Wallace F. Kirk notified Mayor Swift yes- 
terday of his intention to resign from the 
Board of Education immediately. The writ- 
ten resignation probably will be sent in to- 
morrow morning, and it is likely Mayor 
Swift will fill the vacancy atonce.

His resignation is the second from the Board 
of Education within a week, for the same 
reason. 

According to both Mr. Kirk and Benjamin 
J. Rosenthal, who resigned at the Board of 
Education meeting last Wednesday evening, 
it is becoming almost an impossibility for a 
member to attend to his private business 
and the work of the Board of Education at 
the same time. 

Between the meetings of committees and 
the sessions of the Board of Education itself 
nearly all the time of the members is taken 
up. According to Mr. Kirk the requirements 
of the board are approaching the point when 
members will be obliged to devote their en-_ 
tire time to the work. 

Mr. Kirk was appointed three years ago 
by, Mayor Hopkins. Regarding, his resig-. 
nation he said yesterday: 

‘‘E have come to the conclusion no man 
should be a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation and try to have any private business. 
I found I could not attend to mine and the 
business of the board, too, and so I notified 
Mayor Swift I would have to resign. My 
term would have expired in June anyway, 
but I didn’t care to neglect the work of the 
board any longer. From what I have seen 
I should think the other members of the 
board were sacrificing their own business 
for the sake of the board.’’ 

Mayor Swift said yesterday afternoon he 
had been notified by Mr. Kirk that he in- 
tended to resign, but he had not yet received 
the formal resignation. He had no idea, 
he said, whom he would appoint to the va- 
cancy. 

It is known the name of Chester M. Dawes 
has been presented to Mayor Swift, and 
that he is being urged for Mr. Kirk’s place. 
The Mayor and Mr, Dawes will have a con- 
ference on the matter some time this week, 
but it is said no promises have been given 
as to who will fill the vacancy.

MAY TURN MANY FELONS LOOSE. 


Action of. the Illinois Supreme Court 
Regarding the Indeterminate 
Sentence Law. 


Ottawa, I[ll., March 27.~—[Special.]—The Su- 
preme Court here today, in a measure, de- 
clared the indeterminate imprisonment law 
invalid and will without doubt at a later 
date declare it unconstitutional. 

“This is the first test of the law made in 


Ulinois. 

At the October sitting of the Circuit Court 
in Clark County, Ill., David A. McDonnall 
and John H. Clements were convicted of 
manslaughter. They were sent to _ the 
Chester Penitentiary subject to the old En- 
glish ‘** ticket-df-leave ”’ rule, with the pros- 
pects of a life sentence before them, 

Application for a new trial was made by 
their attorney, Ethelberg Callahan, and de- 
nied, and as a last resort he starte@ to 
question the validity of the indeterminate 
imprisonment law and petitioned the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The petition was given a hearing in the 
Supreme Court today. The motion for 
habeas corpus was allowed and the writ 
ordered. 

The opinion of Attorney Callahan and oth- 
er prominent attorneys in the Supreme 
Court today is that the indeterminate im- 
prisonment law is unconstitutional, and the 
prophecy of the attorneys is that .the Su- 
preme Court will declare it so. 


Among the leading Chicago lawyers the 
indeterminate imprisonment law was re- 
garded as an absurdity, and it was believed 
its constitutionality would be in question 
sooner or later. It was passed under cir- 
cumstances which tended to increase this 
opinion rather than diminish it. It is as- 
serted by lawyers who investigated the pas- 
sage of the act that it was fathered by John 
P. Altgeld. It was introduced into the Gen- 
eral Assembly two years ago and was passed 
without any public notice of it in any of the 
newspapers. When Gov. Altgeld had signed 
it the fact of its passage was given to the 
public. The same day this information wag 
made known THE TRIBUNE published attum- 
ber of interviews with leading Chicago at- 
torneys. Those who expressed a frank opin- 
fon questioned the constitutionality of the 
enactment. Luther Laflin Mills, J. M. 
Longenecker and others said it was not valid. 
The opinions were based upon two points. It 
took away authority from the courts which 
‘rightfully belonged to the judiciary and 
placed it in the hands of executive officers. 
Secondly, defendants prosecuted under 
criminal charges did not receive their sen- 
tence at the hands of a jury of twelve honest 
men, as the common law demands, but they 
were found guilty or innocent, and, if found 
guilty, their sentence was passed by ree 
persons who had heard none of the evidence, 
who had no knowledge of the character of 
the criminal, and who knew nothing of his 
criminology, an important point with every 

n passing sentence.

also. to prevent its prostitution. Do you 
know that this law is capable of being used 
to build up a most corrupt and powerful ma- 
chine? , 

‘“‘ When I go into the Mayor's office I shall 
take with me the same conscience that has 
been my guide as Judge and a!so as much 
backbone as I have been able to discover and 
make use of. My mistakes and errors, if I 
make any, will be mine, and I and no one 
else will be responsible for them. The office 
I hold now is just as good and just as honor- 
able as the Mayoralty, and I know and 
Mayor Swift can confirm the statement, that 
this position has many disadvantages. I 
have no ambition to serve. other than to be 
of service in the advancement of Chicago.”’

Issues a Sharp Challenge.

Mather Calls for Heasonableness. 

Robert Mather addressed himself to ** those

GOLD BADGES IN HARRISON'S CAMP 


Silver Men Worked Up Almost to a 
Fighting Piteh by Their 
Appearance. 


Gold buttons were plentiful about Harri- 
s0n headquarters in the Tremont House 
yesterday. Just who was responsible for 


| their being there is a deep mystery, which 


the Democratic leaders have not solved. 
But the ward workers hint at plutocratic 
plots and talk alarmingly of schisms and 
splits, and breathe vengeance against per- 
sons unknown. The assurance of the wear- 
_ ers. of the gold buttons was surprising. Heel- 
erg. on all sides did not terrify them. Several 
of the smaller leaders of Democracy wore 
these huge disks with flattering pictures of 
Mr. Harrison, but with a circle of gold about 
the portrait and a back of gold. Some of 
the People’s party men who crowd the Har- 
rison headquarters rubbed their eyes in 
blank amazement. They stared blindly at 
the hated color, Other habitual hangers-on 
in the headquarters showed their wonder. 
Silverite Wants to Fight. 
** Let me at ’em,” cried one tall man with 
a wicked gleam in his eye. First there were 
mutterings, which grew in volume until a 
great wave of sound poured out of the Har- 
rison headquarters. It was the protest 
against the detested color. People’s party 
men, Democrats, ex-Democrats, and several 
other kinds whom the managers say they 
have cozily tucked in their band wagon be- 
gan to voice their consternation all at once. 
“It is an attempt to steal back into the 
ranks of the party,” said one savagely. 
The callers in the parlor started a discus- 
sion on the ‘ barefaced attempt to steal into 
the files of Democracy,” and the diszcus- 
sion assumed the form of a regular meeting. 
But the appearance of the exiles in the 
corridor, with their defiant flaunting of their 
colors, was not the worst of it. Half of the 
loungers in the hall would have been satis- 
fied if they had seen the men decorated with 
the gold push their way to the sactum and 
then be haughtily spurned by the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 


In League with the Leaders. 


But they seemed to be in league with the 
leaders. The leaders received these men, 
wearing the badge of plutccracy, with glad 
hands and welcoming countenances. The 
gold-badged men pushed their path through 
the crowding, snarling throng of office- 
seekers. Without ado they were admitted 
to the private headquarters, and then the 
inner door opened. The-beaming face of 
Mr. Harrison was seen. His voice was heard 
to greet the two men with the gold badges. 
His hand was seen to shake their hands. 
Then the two stepped inside the private 
room and a conference began which iasted 
somewhat longer than ordinary. conferences 

This explains why there is anger abroad 
and quiet breathings of vengeance. But 
while a few discontented ones would be cast- 
ing about for an object of their anger and 
puzzling their heads to know who to hold 
responsible, there was an opportunity for 
another faction to chuckle. But as it was 
pretty much of a joke after all, and some of 
the ‘people on each side understand it as 
such, there was chuckling in both camps. 

Speaks at the Stock-Yards. 

Mr. Harrison made a speech in the morn- 
ing at the Exchange Building in the Stock- 
Yards. Jesse Sherwood acted as Chairman, 
Mr. Harrison made several pledges here, 
one of them being that if he were elected he 
would put a policeman at the head of the 
police force. He promised to give the Stock- 
Yards and its people absolutely fair play 
from one end of his administration to the 
other. He dealt with the claims of the 
various candidates, and said he would not 
be afraid of the Council; that he would not 
submit to a beating from it, as other May- 
ors had submitted. 

Mr. Harrison postponed his noon reception 
because of the Stock-Yards engagement. 
He took dinner at the yards, and then re- 
turned down-town, going straight to his 
headquarters. 

In the afternoon he received a number of 
committees and ward delegations. Then ke 
attended a session of the Finance commit- 
tee, and went to dinner before starting for 
his evening meetings. | 

Harrison’s Voice Shows Wear. 

Candidate Harrison’s voice began to show 
signs of weakening last night and he im- 
mediately started to consume cough drops. 
It is the first time his voice has bothered 
him. In the morning he spoke at the Stock- 
Yards in a large corridor, where men were 
constantly going to and fro, and there were 
several open doors and passageways, and 
was forced to raise his voice to a high pitch 
in order to make himself heard. The effect 
of this was apparent in the evening, and at 
his second speech Mr. Harrison offered his 
audience an apology for the condition of his 
voice. In the hope of warding off the afflic- 
tion which troubles Mr. Hesing he has been 
consuming cough drops for several days, 
but they were not able to stay this attack 
and the candidate is annoyed. 

Talks First at Gord’s Hall. 

Mr. Harrison spoke first last night at 
Gord’s Hall, Michigan avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh street, Roseland, where 
he entertained a number of Hollanders. Here 
he took up the proposition made a few days 
ago to run John M. Clark for Mayor, and 
said: 

‘* Bob Burke, who is a pretty wise boy in 
his day, said that the reason why Mr. Clark 
did not run was because his body was cov- 
ered with sores placed there when he ran 
against the elder Harrison and was de- 
feated.”’ ° 

Mr. Harrison contrasted anew the respec- 
tive positions of the two parties on the civil 
service question, and said his opinion was 
that Judge Sears did not know what he was 
talking about when he made the pledges he 
did for the civil service law. Mr. Harrison 


lature, if the city ticket was successful here. 


Distant Kin of Hollanders. 

Finally he reached the Hollanders. He 
said he was a distant kin of the Hollanders, 
and then repeated for the benefit of some 
Germans in the audience several familiar 
German bywords. He added: 

“Tl want to give the city the kind of gov- 
ernment, if I am elected Mayor, that we 
have in the.old country today. I want to 
make it possible for a hardworking me- 
chanic, or laboring man, or business-man 
to spend his Sundays where he wants to, 
without being -hindered by the municipal 
government so long as he does not break 
the laws or offend order.”’ 

At Haines’ Hall, Stony Island avenue and 
Sixty-third street, where Mr. Harrison made 
his other speech of the evening, he apolo- 
gized for the condition of his voice, and 
said it was as ragged as the chances of 
the Republican candidate for election. He 
declared the platform on which he stood be- 
fore the people meant, if he was successful, 
the city would have as good an administra- 
tion as any other city has ever had. He 
urged that he would have a policeman at 
the head of the Police Department. Then 
he led up to his civil service doctrine by 
charging that when Gov. Altgeld signed the 
bill he did so because it was represented 
to him that Mayor Swift was pledged to 
keep in office the efficient Democrats then 
at work. Mr. Harrison said the Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioners were all estimable men, 
but that their only trouble was that they 
were “ faddish.”’ 

He referred to the other candidates, say- 
ing of Mr. Hesing: ‘‘ You couldn’t get him 
out of the race with a stick of dynamite, 
He’d run on a woman's suffrage ticket if 
they’d let him.”’

HESING YISITS THE STOCK-YARDS 


Holds a Reception and Then Shakes 
Hands with the Butchers in Kelson 
Morris’ Killing Department. 
Washington Hesing yesterday paid a visit 
to the Stock-Yards, as he supposed, to ad- 
dress a Hesing meeting in the Exchange 
Hall, but he found he had been misled by 
the error of some one at headquarters, and 
that it was a Harrison meeting instead of a 

Hesing meeting. 

This did not discourage him in the least, 
He simply accepted an invitation to visit 
the business office of Keenan & Sons, and 
while Mr. Harrison pleaded with the crowd 
In the hall, Mr. Hesing held an impromptu 
reception, at which 500 of the leading men 
of the Stock-Yards took him ify the hand, 
praised his record as_a Postmaster, and 
pledged him their support in the Mayoralty 
contest, 

After this reception Mr. Hesing desired to 
feel the pulse of thé workmen at the Stock- 
Yards, and for this purpose went to the 
packing house of Nelson Morris & Co., and 
then straight into the killing department; 
and, having first rolled up his trousers, 
walked among the butchers and took their 
soiled hands in his. 

“O, I had a great time,” he said to a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE. ‘“‘The manin charge 
of the slaughter house told me 300 men 
worked there, that they were Germans. 
Poles, and Bohemians, that most of them 
were Democrats, and that 200 of them were 
straight Hesing men. I went around among 
them, and had every reason to believe he 
told me the exact truth. We made arrange- 
ments for two Hesing meetings there next 
week, and then you will see that I have 
captured the Stock-Yard vote before I ever 
visited the place.”

‘‘And I believed then and I believe now 
that if I had with me in the Council at the 
time that measure was considered a repre- 
sentation of the wheelmen of Chicago, after 
they had been fully informed as to the facts 
they would have sustained me in asking 
for the people who were to pay for the con- 
templated improvement what was nothing 
more than simple justice.

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FIND A CYCLIST’S GARB. - 


SHOE, STOCKING, AND BELT TAKEN 
FROM DUNNING CATCH-BASIN. 


Head Watchman Ullrich Thinks the 
Murdered Man Was a Rider, Young, 
Well Dressed, and of Neat Habits— 
Caff Batton Discovered—Name iI 
Faintly Traced on a Hemsatitched 
Handkerchief—Supt. Lange to In- 
vestigate Thoroughly. 


The Dunning mystery assumed a new 
phase yesterday. It is now believed that the 
man who was killed and his body tirown 
in the catchbasin was a bicyclist. While 
fishing in the basin for some clew Head 
Watchman Ullrich brought up a bicycle 
shoe, a long black stocking, and a bicycle 
belt. These discoveries have only added to 
the mystery of the affair, for it is not rea- 
sonable to believe that any of the inmates of 
the poorhouse could have worn any such 
articles. The authorities of the institution 
are asking how it is possible for such a 
crime to have been committed in the neigh- 
borhood and the body placed in the basin 
without attracting attention. They are puz- 
zlel and the police are in a quandary. No 
one can form even a theory which offers a *

There are several facts which seem to ex- 
culpate the asylum employés or inmates 
from any connection with the crime. There 
is every evidence that the crime was hastily 
committed, for there was no attempt to de- 
stroy any clew which might have led to the 
immediate identification of the body had it 
been discovered sooner. 

Name on the Handkerchicf. 

Watchman Ullrich took the soiled hand- 
kerchief found on the first day Of the search 
in the midst of the tangled remnants of 
clothing and submitted it to soap and water. 
In one corner could be seen the faint ink- 
niarks of a name. It was undecipherable 
from the action of the water and the strong 
acids floating into the sewer. A powerful 
glass may bring out the name, but this is 
doubtful. This fact alone shows that the 
man’s body was not carefully searched for 
the purpose of destroying his identity. 

Watchman Ullrich pegan his work at the 
basin early yesterday morning. He con- 
tinued it until a morbid crowd was attract- 
ed to the scene and then Ullrich ordered a 
stop. He will continue the work today. 

“It am satisfied that the murdered man 
was a bicycle rider,”’ said Ulrich. ‘I will 
not stop my search in the basin until it is 
thoroughly emptied. I believe we will get to 
thegbottom of this mystery. We were grap- 
pling in the ooze today when suddenly tha 
irony brought up a pair of black shoes. One 
of them fell back in and we lost it for the 
time. The recovered shoe is new and of the 
ball-bearing kind. It is of the finest quality. 
It is a No. 7, for the left foot. A part of thé 
decomposed foot still clung to the inside. A 
little bit later we brought up a bicycle belt, 
to which was attached a large brass buckle. 


The buckle had almost rotted off and fell » 


back into the basin before we could secure 
it. Then came the remnants of a long black 
stocking of the description worn by bicy- 
clists. The next find wasa tooth and a mass 
of short black hair. This shows that the 
murdered man’s head is still in the basin. 


Young Man and Well Dressed. 


“I have learned enough about this mur- 
.der to convince me of several things. The 
man was probably between 20 and 30 years 
oli. This is shown by the characteristics 
of the body. He was neat in his personality. 
All this talk about his having been poorly: 
clothed is rot. The texture of his clothing, . 
which was of the ready-made bicycle kind, 
was fully as good as the average. A large 
rolied plate cuff button, with an imitation 
diamond in the center, shows that ris jew- 
elry was not of the cheapest kind. His 
handkerchief is of the finest hemstitched 
linen variety—a variety not affected by in- 
mates pf this institution. We have won- 
dered what became of the lower portions of 
his breeches, but this is now explained from 
the fact that the man was attired in bicycle 
costume. Now, I believe that there ought to 
be some young fellows about Chicago who 
ought to have an idea who this unknown 
man is. He may have been in the basin for 
a year, or perhaps two years: Thisisa great 


} neighborhood for bicyclists in the summer 


time, and if any one knowsof a young fellow 
who mysteriously. disappeared some time 
ago while wearing a bicycle suit that person 
— to come to the front and inform the 
police.”’ 


Lange Doubts Bicycle Theory. 


Supt. Lange is not satisfied yet that the 
murdered man was a bicyclist. 

“IT admit that the finding of the shoe and 
the belt would seem to indicate this,” said 
Mr. Lange, “ but it is also a fact that all 
sorts of stuff can be found in a basin of this 
kind. However, I shall not rest until I have 
done everything in my power to solve 
the mystery. I will try to devise some 
scheme this week by which the water can 
be_ shut off from the basin until we have 
made a thorough investigation. 

‘Statements that the body had on a pair 
of shoes when it was found and that they 
were surreptitiously taken away for some 
dark purpose, are totally without founda- 
tion. The body had no shoes when found. 
This can be testified to by a dozen witnesses.’”’ 

Lieut. Thomas H, Fitzgerald of the Irving 
Park Police Station detailed Detectives 
Gleason and Schreiber on the case yester- 
day.

Arrangements for the minuet which is to 
be danced by society women and men for the 
benefit of the Chicago-Orchestra are nearly 
completed. 

Members of the smart set have glad'y re-

Costumes have, after much discussion, 
been decided upon, Rehearsals are in prog- 
ress, and in the Auditorium, on the evening 
of April 27, for the first and probably the 
last time in the history of its existence, the 
orchéstra which Theodore Thomas leads 
will play for dancing.

The time of: the second part is the 
regular two step. 

The third division, which comes on in the 
Same way as the second, changes the music 
to waltz time, and as the minuet finishes 
those who danced in it and those who wit- 
nessed it join in the waltz if they chcose. 
There will be forty dancers in the minuet. 

The women will appear in Marie Antoinette 
or empire gowns of pompadour colors. The 
costumes will be made without trains. 

The men will wear black small clothes 
with colored waistcoats and white lace frills. 
All the dancers will wear the powdered hair 
and black patches affected by dames and 
gallants of the early centuries. 

The society women who have the affair in 
charge say there will be no attempt at ex- 
treme gorgeousness in spectacular effect.

DELICIOUS DISH FROM WHITE BEANS. 


Well Repays the Housewife for the 
Little Timeand@ Trouble Neces- 
sary to Prepare It. 

A delicious and novel dish may be made 
of the ordinary small white beans such as are 
used for the famous Boston dish. Soak a 
pint of beans in cold water over night. In 
the morning put them on the range in enough 
slightly salted water to cover them, and 


let them boil steadily until they are broken .- 


to pieces and not a whole bean remains. 
They may simmer all day without injury to 
them, care being taken to renew the water 
as fast as it boils away. One htbur before 
the meal for which they are destined rub the 
beans through a colander; add to the pulp 
thus formed a white sauce. This is made 
by cooking together a tablespoonful of but- 
ter and one of flour, pouring a large cup o 
milk over them, fgand stirring until thick 
and smooth. Mix the bean pulp thoroughly 
with this sauce, and, last of all, add two 
well-beaten eggs, pepper and salt to taste. 
Beat all hard for a minute, turn intoa but- 
tered pudding-dish, sprinkle fine bread 
crumbs over the top, and bake in a hot oven 
until lightly browned. Serve at once. This 
dish will well repay one for the little time 
and trouble necessary to prepare it.— 
Harper’s Bazar.

| HESING’S RECORD AS IT IS 


FORMS OF “ BUSINESS” CONDUCTED 
BY THE CANDIDATE IN THE PAST. 


Father’s Forethought Proves an Early 
Damper te the Son’s Enuterprise— 
Story of Banker Herman Schaffner’s 
Failure and Suaicide—Infamous His- 
tory of the Garfield Park Club and 
Its Corruption of Youth—Filched 
Credit on a Postmaster’s Career. 


Washington Hesing, who wants to be 
Mayor, asks for votes on the promise he 
would give, if elected, a “‘ business admin- 
istration of municipal affairs.’"’ He uses the 
quoted words as the headlines for his ticket 
and has had a good deal to say during his 
canvass of ** business principles in city gov- 
ernment,’’ and has taken occasion to refer 
to himself repeatedly as ‘“‘the business- 
men’s candidate.” 

Altogether a stranger to Chicago would 
gather the impression, listening to Mr. Hes- 
ing’s claims and speeches, that he isa man 
of large affairs, who, if elected Mayor, would 
use in governing the city the same methods 
which had made his own private business 
successful. 

In view of these constantly reiterated 
claims it is but fair to the voters to whom 
they are made to examine calmly and im- 
partially into Mr. Hesing’s past life in order 
to determine exactly how much ofa “ busi- 
ness-man” he really is. 

Mr. Hesing’s father was undoubtedly a 
man of more than ordinary ability and, dur- 
ing his lifetime, by one means and another 
he acquired a good deal of property. To this 
property Washington Hesing was the only 
;} and natural heir, and the personal relations 
between the father and son were the closest. 
Anton C. Hesing came as near idolizing his 
son as an old man ever does his only child, 
and there was never a break in their relation. 


FYorethought of a Father. 
Yet the father, who knew his son better 


clear-headed and self-contained to the last, 
so far distrusted that son’s business capac- 
ity that, instead of leaving him his property 
absolutely, he put it in the handsof a trustee 
for the son’s benefit, and it is in that trus- 
tee’s hands today. 

So far as known Washington Hesing has 

never made any attempt to enter into any 
business on his own account except once— 
he never at any time had any control over 
the business end of the Staats-Zeitung news- 
paper—and that one time resulted disas- 
trously to all concerned. Even this time it 
was not legitimate business, being stock 
gambling, but it is as nearan attempt at it 
as Weshington Hesing ever got. 
‘The occasion referred to was about two 
years ago, when Mr. Hesing thought he saw 
a chance to make a sudden fortune in North 
Side railway stock. Herman Schaffner, the 
private banker and note handler, was an 
old-time friend of his father’s and under ob- 
ligations to him. From Mr. Schaffner Mr. 
Hesing obtained the money to conduct these 
speculations, and, when they failed, was un- 
able or unwilling to pay it back. 

The result was a broken bank and the 
dead body of the banker found in the lake. 
Deluded bank depositors and a bereaved 
widow and orphans were the tangible evi- 
dences of Washington Hesing’s finaland only 
plunge into “* business,.”’ 

. Garfield Park Club’s President. 


If, however, gambling can be classified as 
a business, Mr. Hesing had embarked in it 
once before, when, five years ago, he be- 
came President of the Garfield Park club. 
This was really more truly a business than 
his connection with the Schaftner bank, for 
while it was gambling pure and simple, yet 
it was what is known as ‘sure thing 
gambling,’’ in which the gambler had no 
chance to lose. 

Mr. Hesing was not merely the nominal 
Lead of this gambling organization, of 
which Jeff and Al Hankins, John Condon, 
M. C. McDonald, and Sam Dahl were the 
other stockholders. He took an active part 
in its doings, presided at its meetings, on 
occasions went into the judge’s box and de- 
cided its races, and looked out actively for 
his share in the receipts. In this latter mat- 
ter Mr. Hesing did, it is true, display as 
much business acumen as any short card 
gambler quarreling with his partner over 
his share in their victims’ money. 

Record Widespread and Infamous. 


The infamous histoi-y of the Garfield Park 
club is too fresh in the memory of Chicago- 
ans to need more than a reference. From 
the start it became the resort of all the dis- 
reputable elements of the city. Here-young 
men learned to gamble until the stogy of 
the club was one long story of defalcations 
and swollen pawnshops. Finally it cuimi- 
mated in murder and then the decent element 
of an outraged city rose up in its might and 
swept the club out of existence. 

All this while Mr. Hesing was President 
of this club and the money he received from 
it, the money which came from the small 
savings of employés or their thefts from em- 
ployers, from the plunder of burglars and 
pickpockets, and even from the earnings of 
unforunate: women, was about the only 
money he ever received from any “ busi- 
ness ’’ this ** business-men’'s candidate ’’ was 
ever engaged in. 


Record as Postmaster. 


Mr. Hesing also has a good deal to say 
about his administration of the Postoffice 
during the last three years and ahalf. The 
plain facts of the case are, the Postoflice 
has practically rum itself on the lines laid 
down in Washington long before Mr. Hesing 
ever entered its doors as an official and 
which will continue to be in force and effect 
long after he is through looking for offica. 

No one has noticed any difference in the 
workings of the Postoffice since Mr. Hesing 
severed his connection with it, and had he 
never been Postmaster the carriers would 
have made their daily rounds just as reru- 
larly and delivered their mail just as faith- 
fully as they did during his administration. 
It was Mr. Hesing’s amiable custom to 
sound his own horn and tell people from the 
housectops what a great Postmaster he was. 
There was no one who cared to contradict 
him, and so some of his self-praise stuck, 
although,.if the truth were known, what- 
ever praise should be given for any good 
things done during the Hesing administra- 
tion is due to John M. Hubbard and John A.

** Fifth—This association shall 
sectarian and non-political.’’

BIG BASEBALL DEAL NOW IN PROC- 
ESS OF INCUBATION. 


National League Franchise to Be 
Transferred to Indianapolis, the 
Latter Team Going to Cleveland, 
Which Will Become a Western Col- 
lege Town, the Spiders to Go to Cin- 
ecinnati and the Reds to the Indiana 
Capital—Magrates in Session. 


Indianapolis, Ind, March 27.—The possi- 
bility of a representation for Indianapolis 
in the National League is stronger than at 
any time that such a proposition has been 
discussed. It might be said that the city 
is sure of a place in the big league circuit 
if financial arrangements can be satsifac- 
torily made to swing a three cornered deal 
now under consideration. 

The desire of the Robisons to place the 
Cleveland club where it will bring a better 
return on the investment is what will give 
Indiahapolis the opportunity to get back 
into the big league. There have been so 
many rumors of deals in which the transfer 
of the Cleveland team has been concerned 
that the baseball public has grown Weary 
of them. 

The appearance of Frank de Haas Robison 
and his brother, Stanley Robison of Cleve- 
land, together with President James A. 
Hart of the Chicago club in this city this 
morning and the immediate conference of 
these three with John ¥. Brush, the Presi- 
dent of the Cincinnati club, showed that 
there is a hen on of large proportions. The 
fact that these three gentlemen were in con- 
ference in Chicago the preceding day gave 
added evidence that something definite to- 
ward the transfer of the Cleveland club is 
on. It was announced that the ground had 
been looked over at Milwaukee and it is 
known that the magnates. were casting 
sheeps’ eyes at Detroit for a long time, but 
finally passed that town up. 


Three Cities Involved. 

The deal that is on now has the concern cf 
three cities—Cleveland, Cincinnati, and In- 
dianapolis. This can be strongly inferred 
from the remarks made by both Presidents 
Robison and Hart. President Brush of the 
Cincinnati club is sphynxlike. He refuses 
to discuss the situation in any light. Here- 
fers all of the questions to Messrs. Hart and 
sh ataaae and these two do most of the talk- 
ng. 

The deal that is undoubtedly on is the 
transfer of Indianapolis to Cleveland, thus 
making the city a Western League town. 
Cleveland will then be sent to Cincinnati, !f 
the deal goes through as it is printed, and 
Cincinnati to Indianapolis. 

Such a deal would mean the formation of 
& partnership agreement between the Robi- 
sons and Brush and also the stockholders of 
the Indianapolis club. President Brush does 
not now own stock in the Indianapolis club, 
but his friends control it and he will be able 
to swing any deal with reference to Indian- 
apolis. The Robfsons would, of course, 
have to be taken in on the Cincinnati deal, 
and Brush on the Indianapolis deal, pro- 
vided Cincinnati should be sent to this 
city and Cleveland to the Queen City. 


Merely Tentative f 


None of the gentlemen would say in so 
many words that this is the plan proposed, 
but both Presidents Hart and Robison, when 
asked the possibilities of representation for 
Indianapolis in the league and the nature of 
their plans, 
** How would a combination like this work: 
IndianaPolis to Cleveland, Cleveland to Cin- 
cinnati, and Cincinnati to Indianapolis ?’’ 

The only statement that could be got from 
President Brush relative to the visit of his 
fellow-magnates was: ‘“ We are discussing 
the means of best advancing the interests of 
baseball. You can depend upon one thing, 
that at this conference nothing will be done 
to injure the future of the national game in 
any way.” 

The. gentlemen will remain in this city 
until Tuesday or Wednesday of next week, 
it was learned tonight, and this seems pretty 
strong evidence that there is more in the 
deal than they willletout. A second confer- 
ence was held with President Brush late this 
afternoon, but nothing more could be se- 
cured as to the result.

Leyds is the little Dutch- 
man who invented the whole scheme of bring- 
ing Germany in as a makeweight against 
England, and it was while he was at Ber- 
lin, ostensibly to be treated for a bad throat, 
but really closeted with the German For- 
eign Office and colonial officials daily, that 
England found it necessary to make that 
sensational mobilization of the special serv- 
ice sqgadron. She will not be caught nap- 
ping again. The squadron is still in commis- 
sion, with added new vessels as well, and the 
coming month will see a further big batch of 
British troops sent to South Africa. 


Bismarck Is Slighted. 

During the last nine years Berlin has seen 
more elaborate out-of~<loors imperial cere- 
monies than all the other capitals of Europe 
combined. The pageant of this week was not 
far from being the most impressive of the 
series.

For one thing 
it is seen that he is a man of no weight of 
éharacter whatever, and that is fatal to 
securing consideration among Englishmen. 
The paltry nature of the fellow was exhib- 
ited last year when he wanted to come to 
London and deliver an address before the 
Royal Geographical Society. There existed 
the embarrassing obstacle that he had for 
some years made a business of insulting 
and defaming England on all possible occa- 
sions. He. accordingly wrote to the Times, 
pleading this was quite the wrong view of 
him, and that he really admiged England 
and the English beyond words.

London, March 27.—[Copyright, 1897.]}—The 
Cretan question is so dangerous and com- 
plicated, especially for England, among the 
nations that no man can safely prophesy 
the consequences two days ahead, There is 
no doubt that Lord Salisbury has an abun- 
dant Parliamentary majority to support any 
policy he may adopt, but if it Is very hostiie 
to Crete and very subservient to Russia the 
deluge may come immediately afterward and 
the government be swept away. 

There seems no doubt that the sympathy 
of the vast majority of the people is with 
the Greeks. Aljl the great provincial press, 
with the London Chronicle, is outspoken in 
hostility to any coercive policy. The Man- 
chester Guardian, the Yorkshire Post, the 
Liverpool Post, and the Scotsman may be 
cited. The great dignitaries of the estab- 
lished church are hardly less outspoken, and 
Mr. Gladstone’s letter is a bugle call. 

Most significant of all is the fact that the 
Times, while editorially supporting the pol- 
icy of coercion, allows its Athens corre- 
spondent to cable daily the strongest ap- 
peals in favor of a pro-Grecian policy and 
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gives his dispatches the first prominence,

This is 
the view of the Ambassadors at Constantl- 
nopie, who have telegraphed to their re- 
spective governments urging that the de 
tails be now determined upon and that a 
practical scheme of government be present- 
ed to the Cretans, and also declaring that 
tne prolonging of. the condition of uncer- 
tainty inspires great anxiety and leaves the 
door open to events calculated to: seriously 
endanger the situation, such as yesterday’s 
affair at Malaxa. 

[t is stated from Kissamo that the Cretan 
leaders there want annexation to Greeca, 
under the impression that autonomy will not 
repay them for the losses of their proper- 
ty, while Greece would pay them an indem- 
nity in full. This tdea shows that the mon- 
ey question lies at the rcot of the whole com- 
plication.

Kaiser Exposes Himself. 

Personal accounts from eye-witnesses of 
Monday’s ceremony agree that the Kalser’s 
face showed a ghastly pallor. He astounded 
everybody by being the only man of the 
many thousands in uniform who wore no 
overcoat or cloak. This gave a unique dis- 
tinetion to his glowing white dress of the 
Garde de Corps.. But March in Berlin is 
still the season of the heaviest furs and 
wraps, and the Kaiser’s disregard of this 
fact, accentuated by his evident lack of 
health, was the topic of universal and sig- 
nificant talk. 

Rumors of a ministerial crisis and par- 
liamentary sensations continue unabated, 
but the restless public mind begins to sus- 
pect an even more sinister surprise in store 
for it. Bismarck is one day reported to be 
ill,,and the next day it is said to have been 
only a faceache. But the volume of hints 
about the Kaiser’s health never varies in 
character.

Duchess of Saxe-Weimar Dead. 

‘There has passed away in Germany, mean- 
while, one of the most truly interesting 
figures in modern royalty, the venerable 
Duchess of Saxe-Weimar. This Dutch Prin- 
cess, coming to Weimar in the 40’s, ata time 
when the little place had sunk into slothful 
indifference to its brilliant past, threw her- 
self into the work of raising monuments to 
Goethe, Schiller, Wieland, and Herder, and 
revivifying the former academic spirit of 
the town, thus making ft, rather In spite of 
itself, Mve up to its great traditions. No 
German born woman in our time has 
achieved such general fame and admiration 
throughout Germany as did this daughter 
of Orange It is one of her two grandsons 
who will most probably be the future hus- 
band the girl Queen of Holland. 


Italian Elections Results. 

The Italian elections produced a result 
which all observers now feel they foresaw, 
but which somehow it occurred to nobody to 
predict. Each of the Conservative groups 
has lost ground, that of Crispi almost to ex- 
tinction, while all the so-called progressive 
parties, ranging .from the Opportunists to 
the avowed Republicans and Socialists, made 
heavy gains. It is called a ministerial vic- 
tory, because Rudini has been finding his 
precarious majority among these unstable 
factions.

Impolitic Irish Moves. 


An interesting example of the genius with 
which the Irish interests are now conserved 
by the Dillonites was afforded this week. 
The Irish members of Parliament have been 
much concerned about the likelihood of a 
heavy duty being again imposed by the 
American tariff on salted or otherwise cured 
mackerel. It has been very hard work to 
establish this industry on the west coast of 
Ireland owing to the absence of shipping 
and the idiotic policy of the Irish railways. 
But something at last was done to secure a 
margin of profit, so slight, however, that the 
taking away of the American market would 
crush it flat at once. Accordingly petitions 
were circulated by the Irish members beg- 
ging the lawmakers at Washington to make 
an exception in favor of this struggling in- 
dustry. Then what does Capt. Donelan, one 
of Dillon’s henchmen, who actually sits for 
the division of the county most concerned 
in the mackerel industry, do but ask in the 
House an indignant question as to whether 
it was true that the Chelsea pensioners are 
fed on inferior refrigerator beef from abroad, 
meaning, of course, from America, instead 
of on the honest home-fed article, and sat 
down, beaming with satisfaction when as- 
sured that this was not the case. One 
wearies of talking about such imbeciles., 


Thames Commerce Falls Of. 


It seems an extraordinary thing that as 
London multiplies in population, area, and 
general metropolitan activity it becomes 
more difficult to nfake local steamers on the 
Thames pay expenses. Two companies in 
succession have failed under the task, and 
now it is understood that the coming summer 
will see no boats atall above London Bridge. 
Men are still living who remember’ the 
Thames as a scene of great civic water dis- 
plays, as well as the main artery of traffic, 
but with the exception of the Shah’s second 
visit no attempt has been made to utllize it 
for such spectacles in years, and now, ap- 
parently, even the passenger public are to 
turn fheir backs on it. Yet no other river 
in the world has anything like the same 
population crowded upon its banks, or the 
same traditions of utilization associated 
with it from time immemorial. 


Talk of Abdication. 


The rumor that the Queen ts going to ab- 
dicate on the completion of her sixtieth year 
comes rather later in the season than it did 
in 1887, and gets distinctly less credence. 
You can find people, however, who think 
there may be something in it, but that was 
true aiso ten years ago. It does not escape 
notice, though, that the Prince of Wales is 
putting himself much more in evidence as 
the general active manager of the coming 
celebration than he has ever-done before. 
His personal inquiry, for instance, into the 
scandal of poor tenants being evicted along 
the route of the royal procession on the 
Surrey side of the river, in order to free win- 
dows for letting to sightseers, is one of those 
tactful bids for popularity which he used to 
make only at rare intervals, but which he 
now spends much time upon. 

Geod Year for Newspapers.

One hundred and thirty special corre- 
spondents of foreign newspapers are now 
gathered at Athens and their specials are 
almost uniformly philhellenic, arousing a 
course of sympathy everywhere outside of 
Russia and the readers of the German Gov- 
ernment newspapers. Their letters furnish 
most interesting detalls. 

Dr. Dillon, famous for his Armenian let- 
ters, is in Crete for the London Telegraph. 
It will interest active American reporters to 
know that, being forbidden to accompany 
the official mission of the powers to an- 
nounce the proclamation of autonomy to the 
protégé of Col. Vassos, he disguised himself 
as a Cretan priest and managed to join the 
insurgents at Akrotiri. 

He gives moving pictures of Christian 
women.and children living out in caves with 
only roots for food in‘consequence of the 
blockade. 

Cretans Grow Frantic. 

*“ There was a furious scene at the reading 

of the proclamation, the insurgents becom- 


| ing frantic in demanding only union with 


Greece,”” he writes. 

‘Suddenly I felt a strong arm tugging at 
my shoulder, and, turning round, I saw a 
handsome man, armed, but dressed in cler- 
ical garb, his eyes rolling with passon. He 
shouted: ‘ You, sir, shall see what value 
we Cretans set upon our lives. You may go 
back and tell Europe that you saw me do 
this,” and he seized a long white-handled 
dagger from a bystander’s belt and one 
second later would have cut his throat had 
not I and others held back his arm in the 
nick of time. With extreme difficulty the 
dagger was wrested from his grasp, and 
Father George Khadzi Clagovilos was ulti- 
mately quieted.” 


Probable African Troubles. 

Then there are the threatened and serious 
troubles in South Africa. The original in- 
tention of Mr. Chamberlain and his party 
was to use the South African committee to 
whitewash Mr. Rhodes and the Chartered

Mr. Chamberiain’s ausstdeis’ were one 
tong, scornful, insulting, menacing tirade 
against Mr. Kruger and the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment. Coming from the Colonial Secre- 
tary such a display of settled animosity is 
deemed to have great significance. 

It is obvious that unless Mr. Kruger ac- 
cedes to the demande of the Uitlanders Mr. 
Chamberlain means that ngland shall in- 
terfere by force of arms‘in their behalf. 

The radical members of the committee so 
strongly disapprove of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
action that they are considering whether 
they should not withdraw from its delibera- 
tions.

American Memorial to Queen. 

Several London ladies of distinction, Mrs.

But they doubtless would 
be satisfied with an endowed bed in each 
London hospital. 

Those. promoting the idea invite expres- 
sions of American opinion on the novel 
proposition before taking any active steps. 

Arbitration Treaty. 

There really seems to be the feeblest fn- 
terest possible anywhere in England in the 
fate in America,of the arbitration treaty. 
But this probably is only because its de- 
feat at the hands of the Senate has been 
long discounted. ‘ 

The Chronicle, the most steadfast support- 
er over here of the treaty, speaks of the 
Senate's last action as “ stabbing the treaty 
to the heart,”’ but partly explains the action 
thus: ‘Silver men have paid us out for our 
gol@ policy and for the brutality with 
which, im certain quarters, Mr. Bryan's 
candidature was treated. Irishmen, oppos- 
ing, as they sometimes fatally oppose, their 
own cause to the general cause of human 
good, have done their best to hinder the 
compact between England, which they re- 
gard as their enemy, and America, to which 
they look as their friend.”’ 

Mr. Smalley is sending plaintiyely pessi- 
mistic messages. ‘‘The Senators,”’ he ca- 
bles, ** continue to pretend that it is not dead, 
though it is over a corpse that they are hold- 
ing their meaningless palaver. Their pres- 
ent proceedings resemble nothing so much 
as an Irish wake.”’ 

Nothing seems more certain, at any rate, 
than that no future proposition for any 
treaty between the two countries or any 
other subject is likely to receive much sup- 
port here.

PANAMA SCANDALS ARE REVIVED. 


Proofs Are Said to Be at Hand Against 
Forty-nine Deputies and Sena- 
tors Who Took Bribes. 


London, March 27.—The Panama scandals 
have been revived and form the leading 
topic for discussion everywhere in Paris, 
It is stated that Emile Arton, the Panama 
lobbyist, who was extradited last year from 

cngland, has furnished proofs against forty- 
nine Deputies and Senators whom he bribed. 
Ex-Deputy St. Martin, for whose arrest a 
warrant was issued, and who was believed to 
have fled, presented himself before the ex- 
amining magistrate this afternoon. 

It is stated that Charles de Lesseps is now 
in London preparing documents tending to 
clear his father and furnishing the names of 
Deputies who accepted bribes. Several polit- 
ical personages are now being watched Ly 
the pclice of Paris to prevent their flight. 

M. Brisson, President of the French Chain- 
ber of Deputies, announced today thac the 
Chamber had received application for au- 
thority to prosecute Deputies Naquet, Henri 
Maret, and Antide Boyer with reference to 
the Panama disclosures. The Chamber de- 
cided to appoint a committee to consider the 
application. M. Naquet has already left 
Paris without mentioning his destination. - 


AUSTRALIAN COLONIES ARE UNITED, 


Scheme of Government Is Proposed 
and Is Now Being Acted Upon by 
a Convention, 


Londen, March 27.—The work of binding 
the Australian colonies together is in full 
progress. The Australasian federal con- 
vention met at Adelaide this week. The 
colonies of Victoria, New South Wales, Tas- 
mania, South and Western Australia sent 
delegates.

BOYS PASSES AWAY AT BOSTON,

final Iliness Caused by Fatty Degen- 
eration of the Heart—Seventy-five 
Years Old—Author of More Juvenile 
Books, Perhaps, than Any Other 
Man—His Home with His Daughter, 

/ Mrs. Sol Smith Rassell. 


Boston, Mass., March 27.—William 7. Ad- 
ams, the well-known writer, who, under the 
pen name of Oliver Optic, has entertained 
boy readers for more than a generation, died 
at his home in this city today. He was 75 
years of age. He had been ill for some 
time with fatty degeneration 6f the heart. 


There are Ahousands*of gray-haired men 


who will today hear with regret of the death 


of the man whose books gave them so many 
pleasantly ‘exciting hours in their boyhood. 

A man a'trifle below the medium height, 
with thin gray hair, a grizzled beard, the 
mildest blue eyes with a humorous twinkle 
in them, and a slow manner of speakingina 
gentle voice—such was the author of these 
numerous juvenile volumes, as seen vf late 
years in his home on Dorchester avenue, in 
one of the water front suburbs of Boston. 
It is only as a writer for boys that Mr. Ad- 
ams is now known. But his first story for 
boys was written fully thirteen years after 
he had become known asan author. Andin 
this connection it is interesting to note how 
he came to choose His pen name. In his 
youthful days there appeared a new play at

the Boston Museum, in which there was a 
character called Dr. Optic. This name took 
Mr. Adams’ fancy. At that time he was ad- 
dicted. to writing ‘humorous doggerel for 
public occasions, and being in want of a 
signature, he added the alliterative Oliver 
to the name in the play, and it first appeared 
under the title of a poem as Oliver Optic, 
M. D., of the Mutual Admiration Society. 
He next used the name as the signature of 
three moral tales in the Waverley Magazine. 
long story, ‘** Hatchirv, the 
Guardian Slave,” he received $37.50, and did 
not think himself ill-paid, cither. 
First Refused to Write. 

When first asked by a publisher friend to 
write a juvenile story Mr. Adams flatly re- 
fused. His duties asi a school teacher were 
sufficiently onerous. He had never written 
anything for young people, and he felt no 
call to do so. But his friend persisted, and 
Mr. Adams then remembered that he had 
once thought about writing a story on beats 
and boat building simply for the boys in his 
Sunday-school class. So he finally promised 
to see what he could do with the idea during 
his vacation. That was the beginning of the 
now well known ‘* Boat ClubSeries.’' 

The first half of the story was written in 
ten Gays. Discovering the fact, the publish- 
ers greedily asked for the copy atonce. To 
this Mr. Adams naturally objected. It was 
his first attempt.* Ne was by no means con- 
vinced that he couid do it, and felt it hardly 
right that it should be hurried to press in 
that way. But the manuscript was s<ubmit- 
ted to a single judge, and he indorsed it, so 
the first half was in the compositors’ hands 
while the second was being written. Mr. 
Adams has been writing tales of boyish ad 
venture ever since. 

The *“‘ All Arownd the Ww olrd Series,”’ on 
which he was engaged at the time of his 
death, and which was indirectly the cause 
of his fatal iiness, showed the same spirited 
style and power of holding the youthful read- 
er that marked his first volumes.. Many men 
in middle life will remember that their 
parents considered Oliver Optic too sensa- 
tional, but the reading world has of late 
years come around more nearly to Mr. 
Adams’ ideas on the subject of juvenile lit- 
erature. Knowing boys well, he believed 
that their interest must be caught and held 
with the spirit of adventure if they are to 
be taught/any useful iescon. And his books 
all do teach a lesson of chivalry or of whuvle- 
some ambition. Whatever may be said 
against the lightness of the books, this will 
be more than counterbalanced by the fact 
that they never idealize evil, or leave it un- 
punished, or allow virtue and bravery to go 
unrewarded. 

Has Writers’ Cramp. 


Some years ago Mr. Adams had writers’ 
cramp, and all his subsequent work was done 


on a typewriter in his cozy Dorchester den, 


where he uniformly spent at least six hours 
@ day in composition. He worked regularly 
just so much every day, as a laborer in any 
Other profession would have to do. He 
never rewrote or copied his manuscript, but 
worked it out carefully and slowly, using 
charts and a few. notes outlining his char- 
acters. 

Mr. Adams’ final trip, from which he re- 
turned a few weeks ago, was into China, 
Siam, Jamaica, and the surrounding islands, 
whither he was conducting the ever-inter- 
esting Louis Belgrave andhis ythical com- 
panions on their around-the-world adven- 
tures. He had not only mastered the theo- 
Ties of ship building and navigation, but 

w enough of most foreign languages to 
Make his way in any country. He had 
crossed the Atlantic at least eight times, and 
his indomitable industry is well typified in 
this trying journey through Asia, which he 
undertook at the age of 75. Unhappily the 
Violent change of returning from a warm 
country to the winter winds of Boston was 
too severe a trial upon his constitution.

MGR. DEL YAL GIYEN FULL POWER. 


Has the Authority te Depose Bishops 
Who. Refuse to Accept His 
Decisions. 


London, March 27.—The visit of Mer. Mer- 


ry del Val, the papal delegate to Canada, to 
this city is still causing considerable talk 
in Catholic circles. A representative of the 
Associateg Press learns on high authority 
that Mgr. del Val} has been given the fullest 
ecclesiastical powers, even to the extent of 
deposing Bishops who refuse to accept his 
decision. A powerful London churchman 
said: 

“I cannet see how the passing of the act 
of the Manitoba Legislature settles the case. 
Certainly M. Laurier’s future, together with 
that of his party, depends practically upon 
Mgr. del Val’s decision. All the liberal 
members from Quebec except three (cf whom 
Mr. Laurier is one) signed the agreement to 
settle the Manitoba question in favor of the 
rights of the minority. These men cannot 
act otherwise or they must resign or be de- 
feated at the polls next time. Then the 
forty-five Catholic members of the Senate 
and committee, including Mr. Laurier and 
all the Catholic members of his government, 
cof which there are thirty in the Commons, 
just Mr. Laurier’s majority, signed the peti- 
tion to the Pope asking him that a delegate 
be sent to settle the question. These men, 
in signing such a petition, practicaliy bound 
themselves to accept their own arbitrator's 
decision. Should they refuse they must, 
trom a church standpoint, be held to have 
violated their word to the Pope. 

“Tt was this ‘petition, brought by Mr. 
Charles Fitzpatrick, the Solicitor-General of 
Canada, to Rome and only on assurances 
that they meant.to abide by the delegate’s 
decision, that the Pope consented to inter- 
vene. Mgr. del Val is ‘therefore given 
plenary power to settle the controversy, dis- 
cipline the recalcitrant Bishops, and place 
Mr. Laurier and his followers, in case of 
their refusal to abide by his decision, in 
such a plight as to practically ruin their 
political prospects or force them to turn 
renegade to their obligations to his Holi- 
ness. 

‘“‘“As a matter of fact, Mgr. del Val is 
going to see Mr. Greenway at the earliest 
possible moment and ascertain exactly how 
much concession to the Catholics Mr. Green- 
way is willing to®make, while.on his side 
Mer. del Val will state to Mr. Greenway 
the exact, irreducible minimum of the 
church’s demands. Mer. del Val hopes these 
views will be.so nearly alike as to enable 
a prompt settlement. Should this be so Mar. 
del Val will not hesitate to beat down all 
opposition of the Bishops party in Quebec 
with measures as severe as necessary. He 
does not intend to combat the Bishops; but 
he will not permit their position to extend 
beyond the irreducible minimum which the 
Pope has fixed.”’ 


THREE BANKS TO CHANGE LOCATIONS. 


Removal of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings to Its New Building Will Be 
Followed by Others.

With the completion of the new building 
in the course of construction by the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, two other big down- 
town banking institutions will change their 
locations. The Illinois. Trust and Savings 
Bank is to occupy its new quarters as soon 
as they are in readiness, which, it is ex- 
pected, wiil be about May Il. 

The Northern Trust company, now in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building, has leased 
the ground floor of the Rookery, at present 
occupied by the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank. The State Bank of Chicago, now lo- 
cated on the northeast corner of Lake and 
La Salle streets, will remove to the quarters 
to be made vacant by the Northern Trust 
company. 

There are already many banks in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Board of Trade. 
These changes will centralize the banking 
interest of Chicago at that point. Thelease 
for the Rookery quarters was signed by the 
Northern Trust company on Friday. It Is 
for ten years, and carries with it the man- 
agement of the safety deposit vaults in the 
basement of the Rookery Building, the 
Northern Trust company to act as trustee 
of the Central Safety Deposit company, the 
owner of the building.

Berlin, March 27.—The official Reichsan- 
zeiger today publishes an imperial decree 

acknowledging the enthusiastic manner in 
which the centenary of the birth of Will- 
jam I. was celebrated by “all German 
patriots without distinction of creed, poll- 
tics, or vocation, in the north, south, east, 
and west, in the fatherland and outside.” 

The decree concludes: 

* The Emperor considers himself fortunate 
to have been a witness of the soul stirring 
demonstration in the capital city of the em- 
pire. His Majesty is greatly gratified at 
the evidences of confidence and affection 
shown him and expresses his warmest 
thanks to all who contributed to the splendor 
of the day of national celebration. The 
Emperor sees. the deepest respect for the 
dead in the universal vow of the people to 
ever strive with unwearied devotion to imi- 
tate the lofty example set them and to 
exert all their etrength in furthering the 
greatness of the fatherland, and hopes that 
God will vouchsafe him grace to lead the 
German people to peaceful paths and. to 
healthy developments.’”’ 


REGULATING THE IMPORTS OF TEA

Shippers and Brokers Do Not Believe 
Proposed System Will Have 
Any Effect. 


London, March 27.—In regard to the pro- 
posed system of regulating imports of tea 
the shippers and brokers of Mincing lane do 
not consider that the new arrangements will 
have any appreciable effect upon English tea 
exporters, as they claim practically no im- 
pure tea is now received in England. -‘There 
are many common grades, but they are mere- 
ly ‘ sweepings, stalks, etc., and are really

The .new regulations, however, would dl- 
rectly interfere with the low grades of Chi- 
riese and Japanese teas, particularly green 
teas, which are artificially colored with Prus- 
sian blue and gypsum.

Balloon Expedition Is Preparing to 
Sail for the North Polar 
Regions. 


March 27.—Prof. Andree an- 
nounces that his north polar expedition 
leaves Gothenburg on May 18 for. Spitz- 
bergen. The professor has been incessantly 
engaged during the winter in perfecting his 
balloon according to the experience of last 
year. The meteorologist, Dr. Ekholm, has 
retired from the expedition owing to a dif- 
ference of opinion with Prof. Andree re-

Dr. Ekholm thought inadequate. The voy- 
age to Spitzbergen will be made in a gun- 
boat and it is expected that the balloon 
will be filled and ready to sail on June 20.

LABTARE MEDAL GOES TO DR. EMMET. 


New York Physician the Fifteenth 
American Honored by University 
of Notre Dame. 


Notre Dame, Ind., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Thomas Addis Emmet, M. D., LL. D., of 
New York has been chosen by the University 
of Notre Dame to receive the Laetare medal 
this year, and will be the fifteenth American 
Catholic layman to wear that badge of 
honor. Strictest secrecy has been ma'tn 
tained as to the choice of the trustees, and 
the fact will not be announced publicly until 
tomorrow, which is Laetare Sunday. 

Most of the arts and professions have at 
least one medal wearer in the illustrious list 
thus honored by the university, but medic'!ne 
is now represented for the first time, and no 
more worthy man than Dr. Emmet could be 
found to bear this dignity. The ceremony 
of formally presenting the medal will not 
take place until after Easter, when Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York will do so in 
the name of the university and in the pres- 
ence of an invited company. 

In the address which accompanies tiie 
medal] are the following significant words: 
“The Laetare medal has been worn only by 
men and women whose genius has ennobled 
the arts and sciences, illustrated the church, 
and enriched the heritage of humanity,” 
and this describes in brief the object and 
history of the Laetare medal since its found- 
ation in 1883 by tne University of Notre 
Dame. The names of the d! stinguished com- 
pany who have been recognized in this sig- 
nal manner follow in the order of presenta- 
tion: Dr. John Gilmary Shea, the historian: 
Patrick Keeley, the architect; Eliza Allen 
Starr, poet and artist: Gen, John Newton, 
the engineer. The award in 1887 was made 
to a man of national reputation, but in ru- 
mility he’'refused to wear the dignity and 
requested that his name be kept secret. His 
wishes were observed, and there is one year 
when the Laetare is not a matter of history. 

Dr. Emmet began practicing in New York 
City, and in 1sc2 became surgeon-in-chicf 
to the Women’s Hospital. Since 1872 he has 
been visiting surgeon. He is a member of 
various médical associations in this country 
and Europe, and is well known in the great 
German universities. Since 1850 he hus 
made a specialty of women’s diseases and 
has introduced new operations and methods 
of treatment that are important in the his- 
tory of medical science. He has contributcd 
largely to the literature of that branch of 
medicine, and his important papers in med- 
ical journals number nearly forty. 


SUES COUNTY HOSPITAL OFFICIALS. 


Paul Rahtgen Openly Charges They 
Caused the Death of His Wife 
and Child.

Serious charges are made against officials 
at the Cook County Hospital by Paul Raht- 
gen, No. 5107 Atlantic street, for whom At- 
torney A. B. Melville will enter suit in the 
Circuit Court for $20,000 damages for mal- 
practice. (he deaths of his wife and child 
are openly charged to be due to the treat- 
ment they received at the County Hospital. 
He also charges that their bodies were given 
to a medical college in spite of his protests. 
The Cook County Commissioners and the 
authorities at the hospital will be made de- 
fendants. 

Warden Graham of the hospital says the 
records of the case show that Mrs. Raht- 
gen was suffering from both tuberculosis 
and pneumonia, the tuberculi being present 
in every part of the body. The surgical op- 
erations, he says, were heroic treatment, as 
the woman could not have lived long any 
way. , 

The child, he says, was placed in the chil- 
dren’s ward, where it contracted measies. 
It was cured of that ailment, but it weak- 
ened and died in the medical ward. 


WINDSOR PARK COMPANY SUES CITY. 


Trespass Is Alleged in Tearing Down 
Bath-Houses, and Damages Are 
Laid at 850,000, 


The Windsor Park Beach Bathing, Bouat-

SLOW. WORK ON THE BILL 


BUT FIVE. PAGES OF TARIFF MEAS- 
URE DISPOSED OF YESTERDAY. 


Two Hours Are Spent in Discussing 
Whether the Foreigner Paid the 
Tax—Several Committee Amend- 
ments Adopted—Southern Demo- 
crats Say Tennessee and Alabama 
Ask for No Protection on Irom and 
Will Hurt Pennsylvania. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—The prog- 
ress of the Houge on the tariff bill was even 
sloWer today than yesterday. Only five 
more pages of the 162 pages of the bill were 
disposed of, making fourteen pages in all in 
the two of ine five days allowed for consid- 
eration under the five-minute rule. At this 
rate only thirty-one pages of the bill will 
be disposed of before the bill comes to a 
final. vote. Only five amendments were 
adopted today, all of minor importance and 
each an amendment of the Ways and Means 

committee. Fully two hours was spent in 
the discussion of whether the foreigner or 
the consumer paid the tax. 

The Democratic policy, so far as it has been 
disclosed, seems to be to attack the Dill at 
every point, making trusts the especial ob- 
jects of assault. The Republicans are try- 
ing to advance the consideration of the bill 
by refrainifig from debate, but they are 
forced by the attacks of the opposition to 
defend their measure. 

The Ways and Means committee continued 
to offer amendments from time to time, and 


these were mostly adopted without opposi- 


tion. Therates on acetate of white lead were 
increased from 3% to 4 cents per pound; in 
colors from 2% to 3 cents. 

In the course of some remarks on these in- 
creases Mr. Richardson declared that the 
rates in twelve out of the fourteen scheduies 
of the bill were higher than those of the 
McKinley bill. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo.) asked how that 
statement could be reconciled with Mr, 
Dingley’s statement that the rates in this 
bill averaged between the rates of the pres- 
ent law and the act of 18, 

Mr. Richardson replied that the compara- 
tive statement did not support Mr. Dingley’s 
assertion. Mr. Richardson went through 
the schedules, one by one. 

Mr. Dingley, in reply. said that Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s remarks only illustrated what could 
be done “by juggling with percentages.” 
Except for the increase in the rates on to- 
bacco, sugar, and silks, the rates in this bill, 
he said, were lower than those of the McKin- 
ley law. 

With regard to trusts, Mr. Walker argued 
that great combinations necessarily reduced 
the cost of production and consequently the 
price to the people. He predicted that 
eventually all the railroads in the country 
would be controlled by a single corporation. 

Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kas.), referring to the 
question of free hides, said that a duty on 
hides would be of more importance to the 
farmer than all the other duties in the agri- 
cultural schedule. It would mean an in- 
crease of $1 apiece on every one of the 
5,422,000 hides taken from the cattle slaugh- 
tered last year. 

Mr. Payne (Rep., N. Y.) insisted that Mr. 
Simpson entirely misunderstood the ques- 
tion. The hides imported did not come 
into competition with American hides. The 
former were used almost exclusively for 
sole leather. 3 

The debate branched off to the iron sched- 
ule. Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) and Mr. Cox 
(Dem., Tenn.) asserted that the Southern 
iron industry did not want any protection. 
It was selling iron in Pittsburg and the old 
iron centers and was invading England 
without the aid of protectiom 

Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Pa.), replying, said that 
convict labor was one of the main ele- 
ments in the cheap production of iron in 
Tennessee. 

Mr. Underwood (Dem., Ala.) said it was 
absurd to claim that the reason Southern 
pig iron manufacturers were able to ship 
their product abroad was because of the 
low prices paid to labor in the South. He 
said the report of the Labor Commissioner 
showed that the average labor cost of a ton 
of pig iron in the North was $1.47 and in the 
South $1.52. It was true that the wages 
paid per day in tig South was probably 
lower, as negro labor was employed, but 
the labor cost was higher. In the rolling 
mills of the South the workmen received 
the wages fixed by the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Steelworkers, the same wages 
paid at the North. The fact that the iron, 
coal, and lime were found side by side in the 
South constituted her advantage. 

Mr. Daizell asserted that fron ore was 
being made and coal being mined in Tennes- 
see by convict labor. The store system pre- 
vallied also in Tennessee. 

Mr. McMillin denied that the scrip system 
prevailed in Tennessee. All the protection 
Pennsylvania could pile up, he said, would 
not save the Pennsylvania industry. It was 
the South, he said, which was driving Penn- 
syivania out of the market. 

‘** We have only just begun,’’ saidhe. ‘‘ We 
propose to make it hot for yuu, not only in 
iron, but in cotton manufacture, and we 
won't ask government aid, either.’’ 

A commitiee amendment to place a duty 
of three cents a pound on chlorate of soda 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Lentz (Vem., O.) argued that every 
high tariff agitation was an invitation to the 
hordes of Europe to come here, and he pro- 
duced some figures to show that immigra- 
tion had been largely increased after the 
enactment of the McKinley law and de- 
et agg after the enactment of the Wilson 
aw.

Railway Companies’ Petition. 


The petition being circulated by the street 
railway companies’ agents is as follows: 

* To the Honorable, the Governor, and the 
General Assembly of the State of Illinois: 

“The undersigned voters, taxpayers, and 
patrons of the Chicago street railways de- 
Sire to express our approbation of the spirit 
and purpose of the legislation contained in 
the two proposed acts now pending before 
the General Assembly, and commonly known 
as the *‘ Humphrey bills.’ 

“We have no sympathy whatever with the 
recent meeting held in Battery ‘D,’ composed 
of members of social and aristocratic clubs, 
and presided over by the President of the 
so-called Civic Federation, protesting 
against the passage of the Humphrey bills, 
and we do not believe that those who ride 
in their carriages should undertake to bur- 
den street railways with exactions which 
would compel economics inconsistent with 
the comfort of their patrons and liberal com- 
pensation to their employés. 

“ Laboring-men and business-men of small 
means have enjoyed and prospered by the 
voluntary extension and improvement of the 
Street railway service, and have been en- 
abled thereby to ride comfortably and ex- 
peditiously to and from their homes, distant 
noes the business and manufacturing cen- 

ers. 

“The signers hereto ask the Honorable 
General Assembly to enact these bills and 
the Governor to approve them, believing 
that 8 per cent of the annual gross revenues 
of the gtreet railroad companies will ade- 
quately enhance the municipal revenues, 
and at the same time the stability given by 
the proposed extension of the ordinances 
will encourage the continugus development 
of the street railway service in Chicago and 
other cities.” 


Civic Federation Aroused. 


The Civic Federation, which decided some 
days ago to follow up the Battery D meeting 
with petitions to the Legislature, has been 
stirred up by the action of the street railway 
men, and tomorrow will have the city cov- 
circulating petitions 
against the passage of the Humphrey bills 
for the signature of bona-fide residents, 
voters, and taxpayers. 

The Civic Federation petition against the 
Humphrey bills is as follows:

whereby all local affairs are left to the con- 
trol of ‘the proper municipal authorities of 
each city; would take from the people of 
every city the right to the control of its 
streets; would pérpetuate for fifty years 
without fair compensation and protection 


to the people ordinance rights of corpora- i 


tione in the streets of Chicago which expire 
in the near future; would tend toconsolidate 
into one or two great corporations the strect 
and elevated railroad companies of Chicago, 
to the manifest injury of its people; and be- 
cause, by meangof said bills if enacted into 
laws, it is the purpose of the promoters 
thereof to escape the rising municipal reform 
spirit in Chicago, now tending more strongly 
every year to produce a clean, strong, and 
satisfactory municipal government.”

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE JUBILEE: 


Procession Which Is Arranged Fer ° 


Will Be Unprecedented for Its 
Splendor and Numbers.

London, March 27.—The arrangements for 
the Queen's diamond jubilee celebration are 
now well advanced. 

lt is proposed to have the ceremony at the 
cathedral take place in the open air. It is 
probable that the Queen will not leave her 
carriage and the exercises will not occupy 
more than fifteen minutes. 

The procession arranged for will be un- 
precedented in splendor and numbers. The 
military arrangements will be under the 
charge of the Duke of Connaught, who will 
have supreme command in London that day. 
He will be assisted by his two staff officers, 
Lord Methuen and Col. MacKinnon. The 
procession will be a mile long. In it there 
will be contingents of the Royal Horse 
Guards, the First and Second Life Guards, 
the Scots Greys, the colonial representative 
troops, some 700 in number, and a special 
escort of Indian native officers, representa- 
tives of every crack regiment in India. The 
Princesses of the royal family and a splen- 
did cavalcade of Princes on horseback will 
go before the Queen's carriage.

ANTI-TRUST DECISION COMES AS A 
THUNDERBOLT. 
a 


Speculators Generally Ignorant That 
Such a Case Was Even Pending— 
Comes on the Swell of a Bull Move- 

ment in Which Operators Were Al- 
most Exclusively Interested—Pub- 
lic Not Caught—Chicago Figures 
Little in the Market During Week. 


{SPECIAL DISPATCH BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, March 27.—Wall street closes 
an unhappy week. There ie not much bull- 
ishness on parade just now., Many dreams 
are gone glimmering. Booming pools by the 
dozen have been jammed into liquidation. 
Almost every advantage during the week has 
been upon the bear side. 

Much the most important events of the 
week have followed the decision by the 
United States Supreme Court in the trans- 
Missour!l case. This determination came as 
a eweeping surprise to Wall street, where 
speculators and investors alike had been 
schooled to the idea that the Sherman anti- 
trust law was a dead letter, insignificant, 
and unworthy only of jocular consideration. 
It would be high to estimate that one Wall 
street man out of a hundred even knew that 
there was such a case with such possibilities 
' ‘as that of the Trans-Missouri Association. 

The force of the decision was, therefore, a 
shock a hundred-fold beyond what normally 
would have resulted had there been in the 
linancial world any appreciative anticipation 
of what was pending. Féllowing the an- 
nouncement of thedecision we have had out- 
cries against the Supreme Court among Wall 
street speculators caught unawares. 

Efforts to Dodge Consequences. 

_ They have been even indulging in the pre- 
tense that the decisiwn is really not of great 
consequence, because the Judges rendering 
it make- so bare a majority of the court. 
Others trying to dodgre the decision’s con- 
' pequences are affecting to believe that Con- 
gress will quickly pass remedial legislation, 
permit the addition of pool clauses to the 
inteér-State commerce law, or in some other 
way devise escape for corporations whose in- 
terests are held by their managers to lie 
chiefly in combinations. All this graveyard 
whistling has had little influence on the 
course of prices. They have gone down- 
ward—not materially, but with much signifi- 
cance. 

Wall street boasts much always of its abil- 
ity to anticipate the future and to discount 
coming influences and effects. But as a 
matter of fact in the present case Wail street, 
quite as usual, has done its best to sit sul- 
lenly still and ignore what the actual facts 
are. So it was when in former days the 
United States Supreme Court handed down 
its décision upholding the iegal tender qual- 
ity of the greenbacks; so ‘t was when other 
and smaller consequential incidents have 
come. Even the flash sensationalism of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s Venezuelan outburst farled 
to impress Wall street till after the rest.of 
the country had made outcry, whereupon 
Wall street had a panic. 


Operators Are Obstinate. 


Along lines like these Wall street has its 
chief consistency. Operators on the Stock 
Exchange, taking any position, abandon it 
with a hesitancy that is much more obsti- 
nate than philosophic. Over all theorizing 
to the contrary Wall street chooses as long 
as it can always to act upon what Wall 
street wants to believe the facts are rather 
than what actwally are the facts. And so 
it was that this trans-Missouri decision, 
with its far-reaching consequences, made 
when it first arrfwed on Tuesday the barest 
ripple in the stoek market quarter. By 
Wednesday some mervousness developed, 

nd since-that time the influence of it has 

growing, though even yet there is in 
few Wallstreet quarters anything like ample 
appreciation of what this ruling really rep- 
resents in its practical bearings, what con- 
ditions it aims against, what situation it Is 
capable of producing. It is well that this is 
s@ too. Wall street is not equipped for a 
panic. Any disturbances important or far- 
reaching now would do damage beyond 
times past. Ps 

Street Trying to Be Bullish. 


Wall street lately has been doing its ut- 
most to be bullish. Some little show of 
activity was worked up. Hurrahs over the 
| Lalee Shore refunding scheme induced even 
something like buoyancy throughout the 
whole list. Stocks in no way related to Lake 
Shore were made to advance, while a long 
list of properties which only silly people 
could figure out as Vanderbilts were boomed. 
Some of them were put up materially. The 
street was ‘full df what the street called en- 
thusiasm. Finally a Wall street Moses hasl 
arrived. William K. Vanderbilt was to make 
“all the Vanderbilt millions do new duty on 
the Stock Exchange. This merry go-round 
lasted till just one frost came to nip,it. 
It started after foreign war scares had 
‘sppent their force, after Cuban complica- 
tions’ had been played out, after a big lot of 
bear games had fallen flat. Paper profits 
accumulated wholly apart from the reasone 
ableness of the new campaign. It certainly 
did make show of enthusiasm—but it was 
an enthusiasm only of Wall street itself, for 


the public refused utterly to respond. Wall 


_ 


| street brokerage houses staid empty. Lambs 


were shy. The brass band strutted without 
a procession. 


Decision Is a Body Blow. 


Thus the trans-Missouri decision, with its 
radical declarations, came as a body blow 
to Wall street professionalism. 

All the talkative speculators of the Stock 
Exchange had grouped themselves upon the 
bull side, proclaiming that finally good times 
had arrived, and that a bouyant outburst 
in the financial world was already at hand. 
With detail it had been figured out that the 
great railroads of the West would now re- 
sume profit making. Much stress was laid 
upon the fact that practically for the first 
time in American railroad history the great 
corporations, taught by bitter experience, 
were ready to act in concert and combina- 
tion; .that rates could be regulated; that 
demoralizing competition could be _ sup- 
pressed; that agreements could be en- 
forced. This was almost the corner-stone 
of the new bull market. Identified with i 
was the proposition that the installation of 
the new national administration must prove 
beneficial to every interest—a theory’ to 
which intelligent business-men were quite 
willing to subscribe, though such business- 
men of intelligence were, of course, calm 
enough to deem it wise to wait for accom- 
plishment rather than to rush forward, af- 
fecting to be able to capitalize prosperity in 
advance. 


Wall Stré€et Eating Itself Up. 


Professional Wall street, in taking its 
stand for a quick change in the spirit of the 
market, took a stand full of consequences 
beyond what any superficial consideration of 
it might suggest. Wallstreet since the panic 
times of 1893 has been steadily growing 
poorer and poorer. It has been living upon 
itself. Occasionally spasms of hope have 
come in, but always uniformly to prove de- 
lusive and expensive. The average specu- 
lator in Wall street today is a speculator 
without funds in hand or resources avail- 
able. This is not quite according to the 
theories of eulogists or enemies of Wall 
street, but it tells what the truth is. 

Thus it was that the average attendant 
upon Stock Exchange proceedings took ex- 
treme chances in staking anything at all 
upon the recent promising course of the 
market. The petering out of that anticipa- 
ted boom leaves professional Wall street 
poorer than ever—practically a plucked 
goose. _* 

More than half the time of officers of the 
Stock Exchange is devoted now to theorizing 
about how they can get back old-time busi- 
ness and make old-time profits. They lay 
much of their sorrows to the aggressiveness 
of bucket-shop competition. 


Paying the Penalty. 

They refuse to face the controlling fact— 
that the Stock Exchange has earned the pen- 
alties it. is paying, earned them through 
years of continual acquiescence in depredat- 
ing upon the investing public. Half a dozen 
groups of stock makers have used the Stock 
Exchange to such personal advantage that 
today vast fortumes represent the un- 
loading of worthless stocks and 
bonds upon the public through facilities 
provided by Stock Exchange machinery. 
Thus the public has grown wary, its purse 
filched. ‘Thus Wall street in all its less 
quarters has suffered correspondingly, for 
among the buyers of “ securities,” yielding 
only foreclosures and assessments, the out- 
side public has had the partnership of an 
army of Wall street professionals, who have 
thought themselves superior to the play of 
the loaded dice. Such speculators showed 
bravery in taking their recent stand, for 
they practically were risking most remain- 
ing hopes and fortunes. To see their *“‘Vander- 
bilt boom’ of a sudden collapse is to see 
the making of a sorry chapter in Wall street. 


Chicagwo Has Been Bearish. 


Chicago has not figured much in the mar- 
ket this week, so far as any superficial view 
of the market can disclose. All of th2 pri- 
vate dispatches coming to Wall street from 
Chicago,. however, or practically all, have 
been bearish in tone, and especially upon the 
granger railroads. 

Some selling has appeared in Jersey Cen- 
tral, apparently for the account of Chicago 
operators. There has been much manirula- 
tive effort to keep the price of Jersey Cen- 
tral stiff, but such endeavors have been in- 
effectual. The disclosures touching’ the com- 
pany’s financial status as made plain in these 
dispatches are too serious to be offset by 
temporary squeezes in the borrowing rats 
for the stock. Stocks with mysteries in 
them are stocks which manipulation cannot 
hold up. Tosucha class Jersey Central be- 
longs. Hiding facts from stockholders has 
danger in it for market values nowadays. 
It is hard enough for good stocks openly and 
fairly managed to sustain sirength under 
pressure such as conditions in the financial 
world now inflict. All the coal roads are 
unhappily situated. Business is bad, threat- 
ens to be worse. Unearned dividends have 
been paid by most of them for some time 
past. Such a process cannot go on much 
longer without imposing serious conse- 
quences. 

There is one bullish factor in the situation 
at the moment. That is the short interest. 
It is extended and unwieldy. It will not take 
much of an effort to scare some of the big 
shorts into nervoubness and a hasty cover- 
ing movement. From this the market might 
get.a smart rally. Certain it is that no in- 
ducement for a rally appears in quarters 
most under Wall street consideration. Con- 
gress won’t warrant it. Crete does not in- 
spire it. The United States Supreme Court 
can hardly be considered a party toit. Bar- 
ring a squeeze of the short interest (and en- 
couraging effects from such a squeeze can 
be but temporary), the market generally 
looks as if it were bound for lower prices.

WEST PARK BOARD PRESIDENT DE- 
) CLARES HIS POLICY.

Ww. J. Wilson Says the People Will See 
Green Lawns Instead of Bare Clay 
Inside of Four .Monuths—Denies He 
Employed Detectives — Experts at 
Work on the Books te Find How the 
Money Has Been Spent—West Side 
Republicans Support Mr. Wilson. 


“If I am to remain President of the West 
Park Board,” said W. J. Wilson yesterday, 
“IT propose to have grass instead of pay- 
rolis. Hitherto most of the board's money 
has gone into pay-rolls, and pay-rolls as an 
asset are worth about $5 a carload. 

“For twenty years the people of the West 
Side have seen brown stubble and bare clay 
in their parks, where green lawns should 
flourish. If they stand by me I will show 
them grass within four months, 

“The trouble has been caused by mixing 
politics with business, the result being sus- 
tenance for an army of ward heelers and 
the propagation of the dandelion crop.”’ 

Mr. Wilson emphatically dented thé report 
that he had employed detectives to ferret 
out the doings of the Altgeld board. He 
said he had made no charges of corruption 
against that body and did not know thera 
was any ground for making any. 

“What I have done,” said he, ‘‘is to en- 
gage two expert accountants to examine the 
books of the board from 1892 up to the pres- 
ent time in reference to the money p!aced 
in the hands of E. 8. Dreyer. This investi- 
gation is now going on and the report will 
not be ready for two weéks. Whatever is 
learned regarding the Dreyer matter will 
not be made public at once, for the reason 
it will be used as evidence in a lawsuit for 
the recovery of the board’s money. If the 
examination should disclose any misapplica- 
tion or extravagant use of funds aside trom 
this we shall know ofit promptly. Whatthe 
report will be I do not know, and wil! not 
know until the examination of the books is 
finished.”’ F 

Mr. Wilson said the special meeting of 
the board set for next Tuesday is simply 
for the purpose of adjusting the wages o 
the laborers and minor employés in the 
parks for the ensuing year, and no appoint- 
ments or reports would be made at that 
time. 

The contention between the President and 
certain members of the board over the ap- 
pointment of the administrative offices has 
stirred up the people of the West Side and 
is having its. effect on ‘politics. 

A member of the Illinois club said yester- 
day that every night representative men 
gathered in the Lincoln, Menoken, and IIli- 
nois clubs to discuss the question and the 
sentiment at these gatherings was almost 
unanimously in favor of standing by Mr. 
Wilson. He said, too, Many meetings were 
held in private houses with the same end 
in view. 

The same man declared that, large num- 
bers of wealthy West Side Republicans, 
who have heretofore contributed $500 to 
£1,000 to the campaign fund, instead of send- 
ing the'r checks to the Republican commit- 
tee are sending letters demanding that the 
committee support Mr. Wilson as against 
the politicians on the board if it expects 
substantial financial assistance from the 
West Side. 

Shortly after Mr. Wilson's appointment 
he outlined his plan of action to Gov. Tan- 
ner and the latter approved it. Mr. Wilson 
has not received any intimation since then 
that the. Governor has changed his mind. 


ANCIENT BURYING GROUND UNEARTHED 


Workmen in Indiana Find the Relics 
of a Race That Is Probably 
Extinct. 


La Grange, Ind., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Workmen while excavating near Cromwell 
unearthed what is thought to be the burying 
ground of an ancient race. A hard sub- 
strance was struck which proved to be a 
peculiar shaped stone. This covered per- 
fectly an ancient tomb, which contained the 
remains of a distinguished aboriginal, and 
the skeleton was covered with ornaments. 
The bodies were in a bent position, so as 
comfortably to fill the tomb. In the left 
hand of the skeleton was a clay vase, which 
contained ashes. The stone covering the 
sepulcher is covered with characters. 


Sugar Beets in Minnesota. 

During the last eight years the Minnesota 
Agricultural Experiment Station has carried 
on quite extensive experiments to determine 
the adaptability of Minnesota’s soil and cli- 
mate to the growing of-sugar beets. Beets 
have been grown at the station each year, 
and farmers in nearly every county in the 
State have been induced to make the exper- 
iment. The general average of sugar ex- 
tracted in the eight years was over 14 per 
cent, the purity average being over 80 per 
cent. For suger-making purposes, an ex- 
pert says, the beets should contain at least 
12 per cent sugar, and show a purity of 80 
per cent. The conclusion of the officers of 
the station is that sugar beets can be raised 
- in Minnesota with profit, but they suggest 
that the farmers, before going extensively 
into the business, persuadé capital to erect 


beet-sugar factories.

Of course, the Queen will not dine nor sleep 
at Cliveden, as the Prince of Wales, his 
brother, the reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg, 
as well as his sister, Princess Louise, have 
done.. But.it is probable that, after having 
inspected the roses andthe orchids, the 
Queen will partake of some slight refresh- 
ments in the shape of afternoon tea before 
returning to Windsor. Young Miss Pauline 
Astor, whose presentation at court does not 
take place until next year, will therefore en- 
joy the somewhat unusual advantage of’a 
private introduction to her Majesty almosta 
full year before her regular début. For, of 
course, it is she who will replace her mother 
in doing the honors as hostess to the Queen, 

There are certain rules and regulations 
to be observed in connection with these 
visits of the Queen. Her Majesty, when vis- 
iting Cliveden, will be received orPalighting 
from her carriage by Mr. Astor and his 
daughter, but by no ong else, all the other 
members of the family, all the visitors who 
may happen to be staying in the house, re- 
maining out of sight. Mr. Astor will offer 
his arm to the Queen and-conduct her to the 
drawing-room, where afternoon tea. has 
been made, special care being taken that 
the drawing-room shall be on the ground 
floor,: so that her Majesty may have no 
stairs to ascend. The Queen will seat her- 
self. Every one else, Mr. Astor and Miss 
Astor and her Majesty's gentlemen and la- 
dies. in. waiting, will remain standing until 
the Queen motions them to be seated. Nor 
does any. one take part in the high tea un- 
less. specially invited by the Queen, who 
generally makes an excellent meal, showing 
great partiality for shortcake and cream 
scones. She usually inquires after the chil- 
dren of her host and expresses a desire to 
see them, upon which they are admitted to 
the honor of presentation, kissing her hand, 
and Miss Astor will likewise, at her request, 
mention the names of the people staying in 
the. house as visitors, whereupon Victoria, 
if she knows any of them personally or by 
reputation, may express a desire to see 
them. But unless she does so they are com- 
pelled to keep out of sight. © 

On her departure she will be escorted 
to her carriage by Mr. Astor and his daugh- 
ter, as well as by all those who have been 
presented to her.

The coun- 
try dairy interests, it is expected, will be thor- 
oughly enlisted in efforts to secure the passage of 
House bill 418 and Senate bill 240,. prohibiting the 
coloring of gleomargarine in semblance of butter.

Geveral citizens widely known in social and

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portion of the city was left behind and the 

Sparrow cops’ became less frequent, the 
controlling lever was thrown forward and 
the carriage dashed ahead at a lively gait. 
Timed by a watch the vehicle went over the 
level roads ata steady rate of sixteen miles 
an hour, and was readily handled by the man 
at the iever.

As tho elec- 
tric carriage rolled up, the trotter, which 
had been jogging slowly along, took it for 
a challenge and let out a few links of 
reserve speed. For a mile—which was 
stepped close to 2:30—the horse left the 
motor far hehind, but after that the anima] 
tired, its driver took it back with a stout 
pow on the reins, and the carriage rollei on. 
eaving the gamy beast shaking its head 
and champing the bit in impotent rage. 


Propelled by Storage Uatteries. 


All the vehicles which have been thus far 
ordered are to be propelled by storage bat- 
tery motors, These vary in force from one 
horse power for road buggies to five and six 
horse power for heavy breaks. All the 
motors have a regulating apparatus so the 
speed may be regulated from two up to 
eighteen miles an hour.- One charging with 
electricity, it is aeserted, will min a vehicle 
at full speed for five or six hours, and the 
slower the rate of speed the longer the 
motive power will last. Thus a. brougham 
charged to run for five hours af a rate of 
sixteen miles an hour may be Kept in mo- 
tion for ten hours if it travels only eight 
miles an hour, or for twenty hours if the 
average speed is four miles. Control of the 
vehicles is m ed by means of a lever at

tion. When an electric motor carriage Is 
moving the expense is figured at one centa 
mile, the cost being cut off the moment the 
rig is stopped. There is no charge for horse 
feed, shoeing, harness, veterinary services, 
and similar items which make the main- 
tenance of a first-class team a heavy ex- 
pense. In the carriage house wires con- 
nected with the cables of gan electric light or 
power company furnish the means of 
charging the batteries, and for the accom- 
modation of those who do not wish to put 
in plants of this kind the Edison company 
proposes to establish about 1,000 charging 
stations in various parts of the city, where 
batteries may be re@nergized for a smal] fee. 
It is also expected these stations will be 
necessary in cases where the drivers of 
vehicles take more than eighty~mile trips 
and are caught away from home with ex- 
hausted motors. 

Michigan boulevard and the North Shore 
drive will undergo a great change in appear- 
ance when the electric motor vehicle comes 
into use for pleasure driving. For a time 
the sight of all sorts of carriages moving 
along these popular drives without horses 
or other visible means of propulsion will be 
novel enough to attract thousands of spac- 
tators, but in the end Chicago people will 
accept it as they have other innovations, and 
wonder why it didn’t come before.

GREATEST OF BIG SHIPS.

OCEANIC IS TO BE THE LARGEST 
SEAGOING CRAPT AFLOAT. 


New White Star Liner Will Exceed in 
Length the Famous Great Eastern 
by Twenty-four Feet—Its Keel Is 
Being Laid at Belfast—Rumor Says 
the Vessel’s Owners Expect It te 
Greatly Lower the Present Atlantic 
Record. 


HE day of great steamships fs here. 

The Great Eastern, that marvel of the 

past, which for years bas been looked 

upon as a monster of the deep, too 
great and unwieldy to be of use for ordi- 
nary traffic, must give up its position. The 
construction of the Oceanic has begun, and, 
according to the designs, the Oceanic is 
to be the greatest steamship ever built. 

If the Oceanic, completed according to the 
dimensions called for, were lifted by some 
mighty power and set down in Michigan 
avenue before the Auditorium Hotel one 
could appreciate what this means. The 
mere statement of fact is not particularly 
significant. Even after it is launched the 
Oceanic will only partially display its great 
size, for a large ship on the water, with 
half its bulk out of sight, does not impress 
one as it would if comparison with familiar 
objects on land were possible. Set down in 
a city street all its immensity would be ap- 


its failure the belief wae that passenger 
steamers would approach more nearly a 
length of 500 feet than of 700. 

But experience since that time has shown 
that the possibilities of economy, safety, 
and speed increase with the size of ships. 
Little by little the setback experienced 
when the Great Eastern failed to answer 
expectations has been counteracted, and for 
a number of years steamships have been 
growing steadily larger. The City of Rome, 
departing from the common prejudice that 
a length of 500 feet was as great as was de- 
sirable, was made 561 feet long. Following 
it came the Campania and Lucania, each 
620 feet long. Then the St. Louis and 8t. 
Paul, each 555 feet, and the Kaiser Wil- 
helm, now being constructed, 650 feet. But 
never had the Great Eastern been rivaled 
until the Oceanic was planned with a length 
of 704 feet, twenty-four feet more than that 
wonder-creating craft. 


Comparison of the Two Ships. 


A comparison of the dimensions of the 
two vessels is interesting. The Great Hast- 
ern was 680 feet in length, 83 feet {nm beam, 
a little over 60 feet total depth, with a mean 
draft of 25 feet. The Oceanic will be 704 
feet long, a little less than the Great East- 
ern’s 83 feet of beam, total depth and mean 
draft the same. 

With the rivalry among various steam- 
ship lines regarding the record of passage 
across the Atlantic, am intense appreciation 
of the advantages in speed which may be 
obtained by an increase of size has sprung 
up. Every mite of gain will be watched 
for and planned for by the White Star line 
officers. The Oceanic will be provided with 
greatly enlarged engines and through them 
the broken and rebroken record may be 
again set at a new point. 

Just what the big vessel will dio is of course 
doubtful. What it is planned to accomplish 
the officers of the line will not say. But 
rumor has it that the Oceanic will make the 
attempt to cross from Liverpool to New 
York inside of four days, without sacrifice 
of comfort or safety of its passengers,

Dr. Adier’s 
newspaper has said: ‘‘ This small part of the 
whole right which they demand will serve 
merely to whet the appetite of the working 
people and to make them feel more keenly 
the special privileges reserved for the rich.” 

The bitterness and fanaticism with which 
the fourth-class voters have carried the cam- 
paign cannot give much comfort to the Hof- 
burg statesmen. The Social Democrats nom- 
inated more than sixty candidates for the 
seventy-two seats allowed to the fourth-class 
voters. They have not given up their old 
methods of riot. Reports of bruised heads 
and broken limbs are received in Vienna 
daily from all parts of the Austrian Empire. 
The Social Democrats predicted they would 
elect twenty or more representatives to the 
new Parliament. Trustworthy estimates 
now allow them about ten. The Clericals, 
who had forty men in the last Parliament, 
are likely to return with fifty-five. The 
Christian Socialists, mostly Catholic Tories 
in theory and Jew-baiters in practice, are ex- 


pected to enter Parliament with twenty-five

AUSTRIA’S 8,600,000 NEW YOTERS. 


Description of the Experiment in Unt- 
versal Suffrage on a Limited 
Scale Which Is Now Going On. 


Austria is making the experiment of uni- 
versal suffrage. This medieval State, that 
had resisted almost as stubbornly as has 
Russia the onward march of the people, 
yielded nearly a year ago to the inevitable 
and formulated the plan of suffrage reform 
about to be tested at the polls. 

The Austrian Parliament, which was dis- 
solved in January, consisted of 553 members, 
chosen by three classes of voters. About 
5,000 great landed proprietors elected 85 
members; the Chamber of Commerce, 21; 
the 1,700,000 male taxpayers, 247. To these 
three classes of voters has been added a 
fourth, with 3,600,000 males, entitled to send 
seventy-two representatives to Parliament. 
It is evident at a glance that, although suf- 
frage in Austria may be universal uider 
the new law, it is far from equal. To an 
American or Englishman or German it must 
seem monstrous that one great Austrian

Colored People About Nashville, Tenn. 
Some interesting results of an inquiry into 
the cendition of colored people, made by a 
colored man, are printed by the investigator, 
the Rev. Eugene Harris, a professor in Fiske 
University at Nashville, in the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian. He visited every negro 
family in a certain district of Nashville, 
where average conditions prevail, with the 
purpose of finding out for himself their num- | 
ber, and the members aggregated 649 per- 
sons—slightly more than four to the family. 
The material condition of these families he 
found very good. Not less than sixty-one 
of them own their homes, seven are buying 
on installment, and seventy-seven rent at 
an average payment of $9amonth. Lighty- 
seven per cent of the children uf a proper 
age are at school, and the percentage would 
be larger but that the school accommoda- 
tions are not sufficient to admitall. Despite 
these admittedly good conditions Prof. Har- 
ris says that the'racé is not reproducing 
itself in Nashville. He asserts that if no 
negroes came to Nashville or went away 
from it during the next 100 years, at the end 


of that time there would not be a negro in 
the city.

Actresses like 
to shine radiantly behind the footlights as 
long as possible—there are money and fame 
in it. Women who have ruled as belles, even 
in modest circles, dislike to find themselves 
crowded aside by newcomers in the social 
field and are ever in the hope of making at 
least one more conquest with, perhaps. a 
husband and competence in it. All of these 
are eager to undergo the patching-up proc- 
éss, and the faker who promises the big- 
gest results gets their patronage and money. 
It is an age in which beauty holds sway, 
and the securing of the requisite: qualifica- 
tions has come to be looked upon as a purely 
financial transaction.

That is, the contest is over. The question 
whether all that has been gained for good 
government during the last two years shall 
be maintained and more reforms secured, or 
whether all that has been done shall be un- 
done and the Harrison-Altgeld 16 to 1 spoils- 


_men shall troop back into the City Hall to 


nullify the civil service law, to make the 
police a political machine, to stuff the pay- 
rolls, and to let everything run “ wide open.’ 

Two weeks ago thousands of Republicans, 
angered by what they called a “* machine- 
dictated nomination,” declared they would 
not support Judge Sears. But the number 
of these persons has been decreasing rapid- 
ly. It did not take much reflection to con- 
vince them that they would be false to them- 
selves and false to the city of whose reputa- 
tion they are proud if‘they voted so aa to 
defeat Judge Sears, and thus give the cause 
of municipal reform a deadly blow. 

Those men who are still insisting they will 


not vote for Judge Sears, even though their 


failure to do so may elect Harrison and 
bring the old Hopkins gang back into power, 
can give but one reason—and that unspeak- 
ably puerile—for their course. 

They are resolved to spite three men, who 
make up a fragment of a broken combine. 
These men are the remnants of a machine 
which was smashed at the time of the Sena- 
torial election. But Messrs. Pease, Lori- 
mer, and Hertz are cheerful in spite of the 
fate of the machine. 

They will retain their cheerful composure 
even if Harrison is elected. Each of them 
has an office which will take care of him 
for two yearstocome. Not one of them can 
be “ spited,” except by the loss of his office. 
But they are not city office-holders, They 
will smile on and draw their salaries and 
fees, no matter who wins next week. 

Nor will these remnants of a once-pow- 
erful machine be-specially elated if Judge 
Sears is elected. Not they, but the con- 
vention. nominated him. His success will 
give them none of those things politicians 
love. They will not be able %o control 
Judge Sears’ patronage or policy. 

He has stated thirty times in as many 
speeches that the nomination was unsought 
by him, that he has made no pledges to 
anybody, and has no “ yndérstanding” 
with’ anybody. The only £ talod he has 
* made is that if elected he will give Chica- 
goans an administration they will not be 
ashamed of. 

Judge Sears’ reputation for trathfulness 
is unquestioned. Then what distorted minds 
and what stunted souls must men have 
who, while professing to be “ reformers,” 
declare that Sears is the “‘ candidate of the 
machine,” and hence they must vote so as 
tohelp Harrison. The wonder is how 
such men ever had intellect enough to 
become Republicans. 

These zanies have an organ which is 
worthy of them. It declares that “ Judge 
Sears is a clean man and an unobjection- 
able candidate.” And yet that paper re- 
fuses to support him and accepts with 
pious resignation the possibility of his de- 
feat by Harrison.

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THE - EUROPEAN CONCERT. 

Fresh reports of disturbances in the 
European concert continue to come. It 
seems to be as badly crippled as the recent 
operatic troupe in this city. Two of: the 
principal performers refuse to play any 
longer if the concert is to follow the lines 
of the original program, and they have 
served notice to that effect. Stirred by the 
recent letter of Mr. Gladstone, which has 
all the dignity and vigor of the old proph- 
ets, and fearing the rapid growth of pop- 
ular sentiment among the people against 
the Turk and in favor of brave little Greece, 
Lord Salisbury has given notice that Great 


Britain will not join in the blockade of | 


Greece. In consequence of this refusal Ger- 
many has given notice of its intention also 
to withdraw from the concert. It is more 


than likely Austria and Italy will follow ‘ 


the example of Germany. What was the 
outcome of the interview between Lord 
Salisbury and M. Hanotaux is not yet 
known, but it is pretty safe to conjecture 
that France will act with England and that 
the government will recede from the con- 
cert rather than face the indjgnation of the 
people. 

No influence has been more potent in dis- 
integrating the European concert than the 
determined spirit of the Greek people and 
their government. The bold words of their 
King will be applauded by every lover of 
humanity and hater of tyranny. He says: 


The, great powers should take warning before 
it is too late. The Greek Nation cannot endure 
this state of things much longer. The situation 
will become uncontrollable. The world has never 
before witnessed such @ spectacle as six powerful 
nations, acting in the name of Christian cfviliza- 
tion, surrounding an island with their warships 
and starving a noble Christian people whose only 


Offense is that they have fought for their liberties 


while feeding and upholding their savage Turkish 
oppressors. It seems almost incredible that the 
| egotism of the powers could lead them to outrage 
every principle of humanity, ignore and trample 
down the public sentiment of Europe, and inflict 
slow death upon the brave Cretans. 

Farther, speaking for his people: the King 
gays: “They are prepared to make any 
eacrifices; no loss can be too great for them. 
They will ight barefooted; they will fight 


even without food; they ~ fight even with- 


that a European Governor-General 
shall be appointed for Crete but that all the 
Turkish troops shall be withdrawn from the 
island. That would mean the emancipa- 
tion of Crete from the last vestige of Turk- 
ish demination. Bui that is not enough. 
The last vestige of Turkish dominion in 
Europe shoyld ‘be wiped out, the empire 
should be partitioned among the European 
powers and a liberal slice of it given to little 
Greece, and Abdul Hamid and his whole 
following should be sent over into Asia, 
where they belong, with no more power to 
harry the Grecks, butcher Cretans, or mas- 
sacre Armenians. : 
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HELP US TO WIN. 
Last year the gold. Democrats nom- 
inated a strong candidate for the Presi- 


‘dency. In Illinois an excellent State ticket 


was put in the field. But when election 
day came most of those Democrats felt that 
it was their duty to cast their votes in such 
a way that their votes would count. 

They knew that Palmer could not be 
elected, but that McKinley, who also stood 
for sound money, could be elected. There- 
fore they voted for McKinley. Palmer got 
only 2,300 votes in Chicago. The sound 
money candidate for Governor got a thou- 
sand more. Had the vote of last Novem- 
ber been an informal one Palmer would have 
reccived many more votes than he did, 
though he would have remained third in the 
race. 

The sound money Democrats find almost 
the same state of affairs existing now as 
last fall.

On the other are two candidates 
who belong to the Democratic party. Of 
the two Hesingis much nearer to them than 
Harrison. There is no “16 to 1” about 
him. He does not have the gang of heelers 
which Harrison has. His election would 
not mean the immediate and utter over- 
throw of all that has been gained for good 
government in the last two years, as Harri- 
son's would. 

But Hesing, if elected, would not make 
as good a Mayor as Judge Sears. Strongin 
some respects, he is weak in others. He 
would be, op the whole, a rather inefficient 
officer. Aside from all that, le cannot be 
elected. He will fall short 50,000 votes. 

Therefore Tue Trisune calls on those 
Democrats who would vote for Hesing if 
he and Harrison were the only candidates 
whose names were on the official ballot to 
act as sensibly as the sound money Demo- 
crats did last year, when they voted for 
McKinley instead of Palmer, and to vote 
for Sears instead of Hesing. 

It is in the hands of those Democrats who 
are reformers to make the Victory of re- 
form-decisive. By voting for Sears and giv- 
ing him an overwhelming majority they can 
convince that faction which is supporting 
Harrison that the Democrats cannot hope 
to carry the city until they have accepted in 
good faith the reform measures of the last 
two years.

Immense progress has been made by 
scientists during the last century in reach- 
ing demonstrable conclusions regarding the 
origin of man and animals of a lower spe- 
cies| A certain harmony of opinion has 
been attained as a result of the investiga- 
tion of fossil remains, but the deductions 
are yet so-incomplete an‘ the known facts 
so insufficient that it is probable the war of 
theories will break through this temporary 
truce at no distant day. .An interesting 
résumé of: the advancement made in the 
study of the remains of former life on the 
earth is contained in an article by Dr. 
Henry Smith Williams in Harper's Month- 
ly for April, entitled: “ Paleontological 
Progress of the Century "—*“ paleo.wtol- 
ogy” having been accepted as the defining 
term for this science of investigating the 
early life history of the globe. 

It is here prought out that until near the 
close of the last century the “ gigantic 
mausoleum,” by which the author aptly 
describes the earth’s crust, had furnished 
only relics for the cabinets of a dilettante, 
or at most had raised a wondering question 
in the mind of a philosopher. The mar- 
‘velous story of the past was so confused 
by the misconception of scientists that its 
real import did not begin to dawn on the 
mind of man until William Smith, the En- 


glish surveyor, brought to the work of in- 


vestigation a tenacious memory and a 
wealth of common sense—two faculties 
which served to inject a form of order into 
what had only been corisidered an inex- 
plicable chaos. After exhaustive researches 
he discovered the fact that “ the fossils in 
the rocks, instead of being scattered hap- 
hazard, are arranged in regular systems, 
so that any given stratum of rock is always 
labeled by its fossil population; and that the 
order of succession of such groups of fos- 
sils is always the same in any vertical 
series of strata in which they occur.” 
Thus he found that if a certain fossil under- 
laid another certain fossil in any given re- 
gion it would never overlay it in any other 
region. 

When Smith had established the uni- 


‘formity of these phenomena as far as he 


was able td investigate, he drew the con- 
clusion that “The earth had had successive 
populations of creatures, each of which in 
its turn had become extinct.” The theory 
of Smith aroused bitter and almost uni- 
versal antagonism, the generality of men 
holding to the traditiona] belief that the 
fossils had been swept into their present 
positions by the Noahian deluge. ‘But a con- 
temporary of Smith in France named 
George Cuvier, renowned as a scientist, in 
the course of his own original studies ar- 
rived at the same conclusion as Smith, that

among the fossils, and that, moreover, these 
creature@had lived cnd died where their re- 
mains were found and had not been swept 
about by afiy ancient deluge.

‘arose a contention as to the manner of the 
términation of each of these, species.

,a long time the catastrophic theory obtained 


namely: That vast floods removed the 
successive series of animals, but it was a 


necessary adjunct of this theory that the 
new form of anima! life started at the same 
time, so that it was really believed well on 
into the century that these new forms of 
life began at such times, practically from 
nothing. 

This was too absurd a proposition to be 
entertained long in this century, and Charlies 
Lyell, the famous Scotch geologist, was one 
of the first to abandon the idea after the ap- 
pearance of Charles Darwin's “ Origin of 
the Species,” in 1859. This epoch-making 
work started scientific thought on the 
“ transmutation ” course until it won over 
nearly all original objectors to the belie? 
that the various series of animal life were 
the outgrowth one from the other, and that 
no great catastrophes had intervened to 
define their boundaries. With this theory 
well started scientists began to see how al! 
the phenomena served to verify it and how 
it filled the ugly gaps that had made all pre- 
vious propositions in turn untenable, Co- 
incident with the promuigation of Darwin’s 
theories arose an interest in the prehistoric 
ancestors of the human race, resuiting in the 
discovery of traces of existence back beypnd 
the iron and bronze ages, “ through a neo- 
lithic or polished stone age.” It is confi- 
dently predicted for future investigators 
that the “ most ancient of our recognized 
progenitors will be a modern compared to 
those generations that represent the real 
childhood of our race.” 

The battle over the meaning of the fossil 
records has reached a truce onthe conclu- 
sion that “to doubt evolution today is to 
doubt science; and science is onby another 
name for truth.” But, as Darwin perti- 
nently says, the record is only trivial com- 
pared to the whole fossil contents of the 
earth’s crust, and there may be vast and 
astonishing revelations left for the coming 
century to make. 
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VOTERS “WHO DO NOT THINK. 

One of the most discouraging obstacles 
in the way of human advancement and 
worldly. prosperity is the reluctance or in- 
ability of people to think, It is rare to find 
thinkers who can recognize and . appre- 
ciate facts, who can utilize them for their 
betterment, and who can take on im- 
pressions and act upon them. Thinking 
requires attention, observation, reasoning, 
and application. It is easier to the multi- 
tude and involves less labor to stumble 
along and trust te luck. Hence it is so 
common for people not to see what és under 


| their noses, or if they see it to give it no 


attention. The slowness in the improve- 
ment of the human thinking apparatus, or 
the failure to use that apparatus in the atil- 
ization of facts, accounts for the slowness 
of human progress. ‘The great truths have 
always been in the world, but how few of 
them are recognized by the general mass 
of people, and how rarely are they applied 
to accelerate human progress! 

This general rule is applicable to every 
detail of life. It is specially applicable to 
the municipal election. Undoubtedly there 
are many persons in Chicago who will not 
vote at all. The fact of the welfare of the 
city is right before them, and yet they look. 
upon it as a mere bauble, something of no 
special concern to them, and fancy that 
somehow or other everything will come out 
right. You cannot hammer into the heads 
of these abstainers the idea that the clec- 
tion of Judge Sears will operate fcr the wel- 
fare of the city. The fact.is right before 
their eyes, and yet they do not sce it, or if 
they do they pass it by with unconcern. 

The rule also applies to these men who will 
not vote for Sears, but will throw away 
their votes on Hesing or Harlan, though the 
faet stares them right in the face that the 
effect of this scatteration of votes may be 
to elect Harrison anid to precipitate upon 
this city a deluge of dishonesty, a flood of 
corruption, and a carnival of crime. The 
fact itself is clear enough, but they do not 
recognize jt. Probably they do not want 
Harrison elected, and yet every vote they 
cast will tend to that result. And ret they 
will not think out this result, which is as 
clear as that two and two make four. 
Hither from ignorance, laziness, or preju- 
dice they will not take the pains to recognize 
the fact right before them, to do a little 
thinking about it, and to act accordingly. 
They rush blindly and recklessly on and will 
contribute by their votes to help bring about 
tim very result they least desire. There is 
not a man who will vote for Hesing or Har- 
lan who.wants Harrison elected, and yet 
he will do all in his power to elect him. He 
wants a representative of good government 
chosen, and yet he will not vote for the only 
representative of good government who can 
be elected—Judge Sears. There should be 
a political kindergarten for such men, where 
they could learn the first principles of the 
science, and where they could be taught ‘o 
think, recognize truths, and act upon them. 


ANTI-KINETOSCOPE LEGISLATION,

most unusual of all is the impetus it seems to 
have given to freak legislation. Represent- 
atives of the people appear to have worked 
themselves into a frenzy of trepidation lest 
Dan Stuart should set going his “ moving 
pictures ” of the contest. Bills have been 
introduced at Springfield and at the capitals 
of various other States forbidding these 
pictorial reproductions, while even Senator 
Hoar at Washington has been #tricken with 
the prevailing mania and seeks legal pro-

REV. MR. CRANE’S DEFENSE OF THE BIBLE 
The Rev. Frank Crane has begun a series 
of lectures in defense of the Bible in reply 


which were aimed at certain Old Testament 
stories of marvelous incident. Mr. Crane is 
actuated by a noble purpose, no doubt, but 
he should not make these Eastern ministers 
the objects of his attack. They have 4c- 
rived their inspiration, apparently, from the 
recently published work of Prof. Andrew D. 
White entitled “ A History of the Warfare 
of Science with Theology,”’ and their argu- 
ments and assertions are borrowed or copied 
from this masterpiece of compilation and 
research. Prof. White has summed up the 
whole mass of modern discovery with ex- 
traordinary clearness, and he reaches con- 
clusions almost wholly from demonstrated 
facts without the aid even of probable 
speculations. 

Mr. Crane, to do himself justice and do 
good for the cause which he espouses, should 
get a copy of Prof. White’s book and read it 
and see just what points Prof. White brings 
out. Then he can answer them when he 
tinds they conflict with the position he has 
himself taken. He should go to the foun- 
tainkead of the criticism and answer the 
whole argument against his position instead 
of wasting his time and ammunition off those 
who have made so limited a presentment 
of the) arguments of those opposed to his 
views. 

,Mr. Crane speaks as if there had been a 
responsible attack on the morals of the 
Bible. In this he is in error, for there can 
be no controversy over the morals taught 
by Jesus Christ. Everybody will admit 
that a man who follows his teachings will 
be better by doing so. But there are other 
questions of a widely different character in- 
volved. For instance, Prof. White has 
much to say regarding the biblical account 
of the creation of the world and of the cre- 
ation of man and the placing of man in the 
Garden of Eden and the events that subse- 
quently happened there. Prof, White even 
quotes from the absolute discoveries of Bot- 
ta and Layard in Assyria and from the re- 
searches of Rawlinson, George Smith, Op- 
pert, Sayce, Sarzec, Pinches, and others to 
show that at the time assigned in Genesis 
to the creation “a great civilization was 
flourishing in Mesopotamia.”’ All the schol- 
ars, moreover, unite in admitting “ that the 
accounts of the creation, the tree of life in 
Eden, the institution and even the name of 
the Sabbath, the deluge, the Tower of 
Babel, and much else in the Pentateuch 
were simply an evolution out of earlier Chal- 
dean legends.” 

Prof. White has much 4o say on these and 
other subjects of a like nature, and they 
are points which Mr. Crane should study 
and we gh. It may be possible that he has 
not happened to have heard about these dis- 
coveries, And then again it may be that he 
knows all about them and couid demolish 
them with his arguments if he could find 
them in the direct form in which they ap- 
pear in Prof. White’s book. In any event 
he ought to read the book and model his re- 
plies on his state of mind after he has di- 
gested the contents.

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THE ARBITRATION TREATY, 

The various amendments to the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty recommended 
by the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions have been agreed to without division. 
Among these amendments is one removing 
King Oscar of Sweden as the specified um- 
pire. A second similarly disposes of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court as the per- 
manent arbitrators from this country. In 
addition to this the Senate has decided so 
to amend the treaty that no particular 
point of dispute can be submitted to arbi- 
tration by the President without the dis- 
tinct concurrence of the Senate. The ef- 
fect of this will practically be to-require a 
separate agreement for arbitration on each 
question as it comes up. To this extent, 
therefore, the scheme of a general system 
of settlement of disputes by negotiation 
will be dropped entirely. The amendments, 
are tantamount to an emasculation 
of the treaty, and on this point the London 
Times correctly remarks: 


The United States Senate has done what op- 
timists affected to believe impossible and what 
cooler observers thought extremely probable. It 
-has destroyed the arbitration treaty. The first 
py nen we accepted is alone sufficient to render 

a treaty unworkable and utterly worthless. The 
Senate has done more than to wreck an instru- 
ment carefully forged by representatives of the 
two nations. It has struck a blow at the prin- 
ciple of arbitration itself. 


The Times‘takes a pathetic view of the 
situation, but it should consider that if this 
country were to make a treaty which could 
be brought into in every case it would 
open the door so wide as to let in great possi- 
bilities of abuse, and it would do more harm 
than good. Anyway, there is no occasion 
for such a display of grief as characterizes 
the utterances of the Thunderer. This 
country has got along for eighty years with- 
out a ‘war with Great Britain, and there is 
no reason why it should not get along with- 
out one eighty years longer. A war might 
come over the application of the Monroe 
doctrine, as nearly happened in the Vene- 
zuela case, but that contingency is not cov- 
ered by the treaty anyway. It is possible 
a war might grow out of the relations of 
Canada to the United States. A majority

On the other hand, Mr. Buchanan and 


“Charles Martowe”’ have written another 
Nelson play entitled ‘‘ The Mariners of En- 
giend,” in which the hero is not a living 
man at all, but simply a renowned sailor 
well known to all readers of history. 

It is hardly hecessary to point out that the 
nautical version has been accepted without 

urmur as the only natural way of dealing 
with the eubject, while the true story of 
Nelson’s intrigue with Lady Hamilton has 
been denounced ae a slander upon the char- 
acter of a great hero; and even those who are 
not so careful of the name of great men 
are surprised that anyone writing a play 
about Nelson should forego the opportunity 
of a final melodramatic representation of a 
naval battle. 

Yet undouwbdtedly the true character of the 
man was exhibited far more in love than in 
war, and probably Nelson himself would 
have barteréd a victory or two at sea for 
success in an affair of the heart. 

Browning has reminded us that we might 
learn more of Dante by seeing the picture 
that he drew of Beatrice than by reading 
the whole Inferno. So, if we want to be- 
come acquainted with the real Nelson, we 
have to look eleewhere than on boarda ship. 

But this is a view of the question that does 
not appeal to most English dramatists. It

to hig rank or achievements than to reveal 
his true character. The modern playwright 
is for the most part very like the Elizabethan 
stage manager who put up.a placard to sig- 
nify a forest or a battlefield.

The brain of the latter day 
disciple of novelty, rather than a home for 
truth, has become a tavern which entertains 
scarcely overnight, one by one, the host of 
fin de siécle fads, With no greater fickleners 
than levity, we fly from Omar Khayyam to 
bacteriology, from Indian folk-lore to

VAUDEVILLE’S BRIEE' RUN. 


Chicago, March 26.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—With a peculiar air of mystery—as if 
he were imparting a great secret of which he 
alone was cognizant—a local theatrical man 
has told me that the vaudeville business ts 
practically played out in Chicago and that 
“within a month ” we would see some nota- 
ble changes here in “‘ amusement circles,” 
as he called it. Now, as a matter of fact, 
there is no information in this, for any per- 
son of average acuteness who has observed 
the theatrical world of late must have seen 
that this enthusiasm for vaudeville was of 
‘an -ephemeral nature, and, 
sprang into being as a hard-times expedient. 
Nor is there anything new aboutit. In 1873, 
after the panic, the same phenomena was ob- 
served, although, in those days, being less 
polyglot in our manner of speech, we spoke 
of such entertainments as “‘ variety shows ” 
instead of vaudeville, but the class of enter 
tainment was practically identical. In short 
it was cheap amusement which was offered 
to the public during the hard times because 
they were unable—mot unwilling—to go ‘oa 
the legitimate theaters to first-class perform- 
ances. There was but one notable differ- 
ence—at that time such high class theaters 
as felt themselves unable to sustain their 
previous standard closed their doors, re- 
maining ‘‘ dark” until the times improved, 


and the variety business was left to the thea- | 


ters that had always had more or lessofa 
leaning in that direction even when the times 
were good. In other words, the first-class 
houses did not start variety shows as a rule, 
So, for a couple of years, the specialty per- 
formers reigned supreme—just as they have 
been doing recently—but as soon as business 
revived and people began to feel a little 
better off they speedily returned to their old 
allegiances, thus offering a further proof 
that they had patronized the variety shows 
“par force majeur’’ and not because they 
preferred them to more elevated and ele- 
vating kinds of amusements. Thus it was 
that the then interest in entertainments of 
this class was merely what might be called 
a “flurry,” and after it was over both the 
high class legitimate performances and the 
low class variety shows each resumed, by a 
perfectly natural process, their own proper 
position, and the amusement world contin- 
ued up on the even tenor of its way as if 
nothing of a disturbing nature had happened. 
Exactly the same thing is happening now 
and in exactly the same way. It was 
brought about by the same conditions, it 
reached the same climax, and is now retro- 
grading in the same way, and will eventually 
die out in precisely the same way. I do not 
anticipate, as my managerial friend does, 
that all this will occur ‘‘ within a month,” 
but any person can certainly see that vaude- 
ville is on the downward slope. It will 
doubtless prove of passing interest to ex- 
amine for a moment the causésofthis. The 
chief cause, as far as America is concerned, 
is that but few of the vaudeville houses have 
permitted drinking and smoking ip the au- 
Gitorium, and without these adjuncts the 
variety entertainment is robbed of at least 
50 per cent of its “ raison d’étre.’’ The en- 
tire character of such forms of amusement 
is opposed to the system of- seating a person 
in a straight-backed theater chair and reel- 
ing off for his delectation an interminable 
program of ‘“‘turns,” none of which have 
much genuine merit of any sort to recom- 
mend them. If one is placed thus one’s crit- 
ical instinct becomes aroused, and even if 
the ticket was comparatively cheap we feel 
that we are not getting our money’s worth. 
But if we can make ourselves comfortable 
around a tablo, with an unlimited supply of 
**tabac et consomations ” to call upon, ac- 
companied by jolly companions, and per- 
mitted, even encouraged?’ to amuse our- 
selves in any way that suggests itself—given 
all these conditions and we are not very 
likely to set too high a standard for the 
performing. ‘‘ artists,”” and we shail doubt- 
less be more or less pleased with their ef- 
forts, however inconsiderable they may be 
in reality.

favored, and sometimes the performers con- 
tent themselves with ordinary tumbling, un- 
assisted by any sort of apparatus. Then we 
have a dancer, sometimes a skirt dancer, 
less often a step dancer; and here a little 
variety has, been introduced by the ser- 
pentine dances with the pretty colored 
lights; and then a singer or two completes 
the bill, That is to say, the vaudeville bill 

roper; but a considerable innovation has 

een recently introduced owing to the 
sault of the vaudeville stage by armies of 
“broke” and disengaged °“ legitimate ” 
actors. They give one-act comediettas, or 
‘ sketches,”” none of which are particularly 
clever or interesting, but which they give 
because they cannot use the trapeze or gain 
recognition as ‘“ buck-dancers”: hence 
stern necessity forces them to give a sort 
of burlesque of the art of acting because 
they are unab'’e to longer maintain them- 
selves as actual exponents of that elusive 
art itself. In this connection I may take this 
opportunity of saying that one hears a great 
deal about the great numbers of “ first- 
class’. actorg forcedi upon the vaudeville 
stage by the hard times, while in reality 
there {is probably no one of them who is 


| there wrongfully. I mean that when the 


hard times reduced the number of traveling 
legitimate companies only the really first- 
class actors were retained an@those who had 
been unrightfully parading about in the- 
atrical peacock’s feathers were obliged to 
resume the jackdaw plumagé to which they 
were in reality born. There are probably 
enough exceptions to the provethis rule, but 
it is certainly a rule. 

Now, it is easy to understand that the 
public at large will soon tire of so limited 
a variety as this offers if they are required 
to pay attention to it, and to it alone. If 
these places were genuine “cafés chantants” 
—that is, were the “ café” idea predominant 
and the stage show merely an adjunct to the 
more serious business of eating and drinking, 
then it would matter little as to the absolute 
excellence of the program. But we have 
placed the cart before the horse, as has al- 
ways been customary with us when we have 
tried to introduce European customs into 
our country without first finding out whether 
or not they would fit. 

Of course, vaudeville will die out, and very 
soon; and once it begins to die—I think it 
already has begun—it will dle fast, and it 
will be for the reasons given here. It wiil 
doubtless drag along at an outward imita- 
tion of its present gait for the present sea- 
son, despite the surprises predicted “* within 
a month,” but the endis nearatharnd. Some 
maintain that the most important question 
of this whole matter is really *“* What is to 
become of all the actors who have deserted 
the legitimate stage to take advantage of the 
‘flurry’ in vaudeville?” It is maintained 
that they will have hard work getting back 
again *‘ where they belong,” but as I have 
already endeavored to prove that they did 
mot belong there I think it matters little 
whether they get back or not. Whatever 
causes an actor to lose cast, whether it ts 
mere inability, or ability limited by laziness 
or drink or similar things, there must have 
been some good reason for it~I have never 
upheld the theory of geniuses dying in gar- 
rets—and it took place in response to in- 
evitable laws of cause and effect. 

Thus we may assume that the recent vau- 
deville boom has done good in reality. It 
has relieved the legitimate stage of the 
dead weight of a lot of bad actors and it has 
shown us ciearly who did and who did not 
deserve honors in the legitimate Grama. It 
has also shown us, by force of contrast, what 
a good thing a good play really is, and, in 
fact, we have “ gotten our bearings *’ beau- 
tifully in all matters pertaining to theatrical] 
amusements. This being accomplished, 
there is no reason why the return to a nor- 
mal state of affairs should be delayed, and 
the hard times will have accomplished this 
much good as a partial offset to all the 
havoc they wrought. ARTHUR WELD.

Old Government Vessel Will Qui 


ad 
Lake Navy to Make Room for 


the New Gresham. 


The old United States revenue cutter An- 
@r-ew Johneon, which has done duty for 
1 arly forty years on Lakes Michigarc and 
& pertor, is to he sold. The vessel is now 
lying at Milwaukee. Its value has been ap- 
praised by a board of revenue cutter offi- 
cers composed of Capt. Alfred B. Davis, 
Lieut. J. E. Reinburg, and Chief Engineer 
J. F. Tupper. 
Board of Survey has been turned in tothe 
Treasury Department the vessel will be or- 
dered auctioned off to the highest bidder. 
The .value set by the board of appraisement 
will determine the lowest figure at which 
the authorities will permit the vesgel to be 
taken. 

The Johntison commenced its career as a 
revenue cutter on the Jakes in 1859. It is 
almost as old as the old warship Michigan. 
Like the latter vessel it is a side-wheeler, 
and has an old-fashioned walking beam en- 
gine. Its speed is about ten knots an hour. 
Of late years the Johnson has made its head- 
quarters at Milwaukee during the close of 
navigation. In the summer months ‘t has 
been a familiar figure lying off the Lake- 
Front. 

The Johnson has rendered service to com- 
merce on the lakes which in value would 
buy, it is estimated, 150 vessels and more of 
its class. Its worth Was felt more during 
the gixties, when the Jake marine was madd 
up for the most part of sailing vessels. 
Maby is the craft, it is said, which the old 
Johneon has pulled off the shore, when tugs 
or other help were miles away. 

The Johnson will be replaced by the fine 
new steel revenue steamer Gresham. This 
vessél was recently built at Cleveland, and 
on its trial trip made over twenty miles an 
hour. The Gresham has been described at 
length in these columns, 

Notice has been sent to Capt. Alfred B, 
Davis that he will command the Gresham, 
The detail of officers for the new ship will 
be made out, it is reported, early in April.

For the pur- 
pose of better carrying out these orders the 
Gresham will have as tenders two fast 
eteam launches, each in charge of an offi- 
cer.

Inside a great rotunda extends through 
twe floors, with a staifcase at the back of the 
building, which is og yn by a many-colored 
circular window.

On. the left of 
the rotunda are two rooms, one where tiie 
women’s cohgresses and assembliies. will 
meet: the other given over.to Illinois, where 
there will be few exhibits as it will be used 
more or less as a general reception-room. 
There are also in the building the library, the 
county room, and a large room up-stairs 
devoted to the use of women from Georgia. 
Throughout the building there is space for

Negro Building. 


One of the most attractive structures on 
the grounds, and, for a variety of reasons, 
one of the most interesting, is the Negro 


Building. It occupies a commanding post- 


tion on the éast bank of Lake Watauga. It 
will accommodate the vast variety of ex- 


hibits which the negro race of America 


has decided to display to the worid. The 
purpose of this department is to show the 
rogress of the negro race in America, from 


ing-place. ~The interior of the building is 
finished in hardwood. The seating capacity 
Is 6,000, and the stage and band-pit are 
ample for all purposes. A broad gallery ex- 
tends around three sides, and above the 
colonnades are pleasant balconies for the 
viewing of pageants by day and electrical 
displays and fireworks by night. The tower 
is 140 feet high, and affords a magnificent 
view of the exposition. 

For an exhibit to represen®the General 
Government the United States set aside 
$125,000. The Government Building is re- 
markably. simple and neat in design and 
stands in a broad space between the Audl- 
torilum and Lake Katherine, and near the 
main entrance. The location and rich sur- 
roundings add materially to the features of 
the design of the building, and the struct- 
ure is one of the first to strike the eye of 
the visitor as he passes the turnstiles. 

Matter pertaining to the history of the 
United States, with particular reference to 
those portions in which Tennessee is con- 
cerned, will be exhibited in the History 
Building. The structure is of corrugated 
tron to insure protection from fire. It is 
thought likely that the History Building, 
with its exhibits of matters pertaining to 
the early days of Tennessee and its Confed- 
erate and Federal relics, will be the center 
of sentiment during the exposition. 

The first edifice completed on the grounds 
of the exposition was the Administration 
Building, where tho offices of-the Director 
of Works and the engineers are now located. 
The structure has wide verandas, and, as 
the grand band-stand is located just in 
front, they are destined to great popularity

EVER CONSTRUCTED.

It Was Built in San Francisco for the 
Use of Experts in the Fair Will Case 
and Is Soe Big That the Operator 
Werks Imside the Piateholder— 
With It Some Remarkablé Feats in 
Detecting Forgery Are Accom- 
plished. 


H® largest camera ever constructed 

has been put together in San Francis- 

co, and is now in use there. It is so 

big that it occupies two good-sized 

rooms, and the operator, while taking a 
picture, works inside the plate-holder. 

The big instrument has been developed 

by -the neede of the experts in the Fair will 


case, in which a question of millions hangs’ 


upon the authenticity of asignature. Wher 
the first suspicion of the pencil will which 
has played so important a part in the case 
came up photographs of the document were 
made and distributed among a’ number of 
photographers for enlargement in the hope

The lens used in the camera is a recent 
invention by a German scientist,C. P. Goerz.

Operator in the Plate-Holder. 


The telescopic portion of the cameére Is 
made of twelve section or bellows, each sup- 
pHed with a little side door entrance, It is 
twenty-five feet long when extended, and 
is connected by a black rubber cloth with an 
adjoining dark room. In this way the dark 
room is made to serve as the plate-holder. 
The operator remains in thedark room while 
the camera ise being adjusted by his assistant 
on the outside in accordance with his direc- 
tions.

Erasures Readily Detected. : 


Other examinations of-@ like nature have 
been made with excellent results. Erased 
words on a number of sed checks have 
been detected and the methods of the forg- 
ers have beef tho ly exposed. One of 
the chief values of the camera lies in the 
readiness and comparative infallibility with 
which it shows up erasures of all sorts. 
The process by which this |s done is peculiar. 
Direct sunlight. is reflected at an angle of 
65° on the paper whieh the erasure ie 
supposed to have em made. For an en- 
largement of ten diameters an exposure 
of about ten minutes is required with a 
Carbutt process plate. This plate, after be- 
ing developed with Metol Carbol Chavant 
developer, is fized, and dried on a leveling 
stand. It is then exposed over an opal plate 
as 1 andle power elec- 
tric light for about five seconds, and when 
that plate also is developed it is dried and 
sure of previous writ- 
ing, no matter how slight, is made thorough- 
ly apparent to the naked eye. 

A number of opal glass plates forty inches 
wide and sixty inches long have been or- 
dered with the purpose of making permanent 
emliarged copies of documents, The five

Firing Reminds Him of a Holtéay 


- Celebration—Dreadfal Display of

Saw the Display. 


ARIS, March 20.—You have no idea 
whgt an insignificant thing a modern 
bombardment is for people who wit- 
ness it at a short distazice, but who 

take no part in it, of course, except as spec- 
tators. It is probable that I would argue 
from a different standpoint if the entire 
City of Canea had been bombarded, but from 
the place where I stood, in the midst of a 
crowd that was massed along the quays, it 
seemed to me that I was looking at ail4th 
of July celebration in the Harbor of Toulon 
or Cherbourg, says a correspondent in Paris 
Figaro. 

The people suspected that something was 
going to happen on account of the numerous 
signale that were exchanged between the 
warships. No doubt the Consuls knew all 
about it, but they kept the thing secret. 
The insurgents, among whom,. beyond a 
doubt, there were somé regular Greek sol- 
diers, were advancing by forced marches 
upon the town, and their camp could be dis- 
tinctly seen upon the heights. These insur- 
gents, well armed and admirably led, played 

@ part similar to that of the Black Flags, 
tect during the Tonquin affair, who were 
baptized by that name to prevent anybody 
saying that we were at war with the Chi- 


nese. 

The insurgents are Greeks, armed by 
Greeks, and led by Greek officers. Of course 
they are not commanded by Col. Vass0s 
himself, for he is too prudent to draw his 
sword against all Europe, but, as I said, 
they are led by Greek officers, who enroll 
all the Cretans who come to them, and take 
good care to put them among regular troops 
who care little about being treated as in- 
surgents, provided they are able to prepare 
the road for the army in the rear. 

For a moment everybody believed that 
these fellows, whatever they may be called, 
were going to capture Canee. All the warn- 
ings that the Admirals sent to them amount- 
ed to nothing, and the situation was ren- 
dered peculiar in the fact that the com- 
mander of the Greek naval forces could 
not or would not receive any communica- 
tions, except those in regard to the regular 
troops of Col. Vassos, and he would not ac- 
cept any message for the so-called insur- 
gents, whom he did not consider it his duty 
to recegnize officially. 

The latter continued to advance bravely, 
while at the same time they used all the 
strategy that was: necessary in that rugged 
country in which a surprise might be ex- 

ected at every turn of the line of march. 
in fantry fire was exchanged with the 
Turkish outposts. The Turks, seeing that 
the fleets did mot move and that they were 
in danger in the face of Europe to be at- 
tacked in Canea, decided to apply the prin- 
ciple, defend yourselves. Therefore, they 
sent some troops, or rather some patrols, 
to meet the insurgents, because the Sultan, 
less prompt or more docile than the Greeks, 
was not able to send reinforcements to the 


island. 
Fired as if on Parade.

parade; and I would not like to swear that 
there was not a sort of competition eamong 
the fleets of the different nations in this 
artillery practice, because it seems likely 
that they were really more anxious to ob- 
eerve each other than to watch the commop 
enemy. Moreover, they hed a chance with- 
out too much barbarity, to carry on this ex- 
ercise, for it is certain that the insurgents, 
who had already taken all the necessary 
precautions, retired rapidly into the defiles 
and ravines, leaving nothing in sight but 
their abandoned camps.
